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Placer is the keystone county in the 
great m ountain arch of the Sierra Nevada 
range w hich form s the eastern part of the 
G olden State. 
It extends from the east to 
the west, m ore than 100 m iles, and from 
th e no rth to the south 25 m iles. 
It pre­ 
sents every know n topographical feature. 


counties in Dakota. 
In Placer county 
wherever the home-secker m ay locate he 
will be in sight of inexhaustible supplies of 
hard and soft wood. 
In the foothills he will have tim ber 
enough upon alm ost any track of land for 
fuel not only for dom estic purposes but for 
sale. 
In the western portion of the county 
on the level lands there are scattered oak 
growths, and along the stream s there are 
sycamores, poplars, soft maples, cotton­ 
woods, oaks, box elders and alders, all cov­ 
ered w ith creeping vines, presenting a 
beautiful picture of wild and luxuriant 
growths. 
On the foothills there is a great 
variety of tree growths. 
They occur in 
the valleys, along the streams, on the slop­ 
ing hill sides,and on the bluffs, ridges and 
table lands. 
On the high m ountains at 
elevations of from 1,000 to 0,000 
feet 
the great Sierra Nevada tim ber belt is 
found. 
It extends from the northen por­ 
tion of the State along the face of the 
m ountains for 700 miles, and has an aver- 1 
age w idth of 25 miles. 
In Placer county there are nearly 1,0 do 
square m iles of the gieat forest belt „n 
both sides of the range. T he tree gro wths 
in this belt of tim ber, for size and q u ality , 
w ill 
c om pare favorably with th e tree 
grow ths in any country. 
T hese forests 
have an inexhaustible lum ber supply, not 
only for all the settlers th at m ay be in 
Placer county for m any generations to 
come, but for the great valleys below. W ith 
such a tim ber supply for fuel and building 
purjsoses, at the door of the settler, in such 
m arked contrast to other treeless sections 
of the plains and prairies, the hom e seeker 
should not hesitate long as to w here he 
should locate. 


DIFFERENT KINDS OF S O tl,. 
T he soil of the level western portions is 
generally a brown loam , except along the 
intervales of the stream s, w here it is a dark 
alluvium . 
On the rolling lands approach­ 
ing the foothills, the soil is a light loant, 
and on the foothills it is a brow n or red 
loam . 
All these soils are of exceeding 
fertility. 
There are portions of this county 
where grain was raised in 1845, and grain 
raising has been followed ever since in all 
*> onions of the countv, and the average 
crop rate is still higher than on th e rich 
prairies of the M ississippi yalley. 
T he ex- 


T he western portion is 
valley land ; in the center are th e warm , 
gradual slopes of the wesiern foothills ; the 
eastern portions em brace the great m ount­ 
ain crest w ith its broad belts of tim ber, its 
deep canyons, its dark gorges, its pinna­ 
cled peaks, and the more precipitous west­ 
ern slopes, w ith th eir clear, deep lakes and 
swift, rushing rivers. 


1 ¡IE SCENERY. 
In scenery Placer county m ay w ith truth 
be called the Sw itzerland of the Pacific 
coast. T here is no m ore varied or grander 
scenery than this county presents on the 
A m erican continent. 
There are parked 
plains overlooked by rolling foothills and 
rounded 
b lu ffs: 
deep 
valleys between 
gradually sloping and tree-crow ned ridges, 
great forests which darken the m ountain 
sides; canyons and gorges through w hich 
th e m ountain stream s da-li in gleam ing 
to rren ts; great lakes, clear and calm in 
their sheltered locations, and lofty peaks 
that overlook the Coast range and the Sac­ 
ram ento valley on the one side, and the 
plains and basins of Nevada on the other. 


WATER SYSTEM. 
T his keystone county ,has a large and 
well distributed system of rivers 
and 
creeks. 
In the higher range, from in n u ­ 
m erable ravines, canyons, gorges and val­ 
leys. a thousand litt'.e stream s have their 
sources, and flow down and unite to form 
the larger tributaries of the rivers. On the 
n orthern boundary is Bear river, that drains 
th e extrem e northern 
portion 
of the 
county. 
It is a clear, rapid m ountain 
stream , w ith a large volum e of water, and 
furnishes am ple am ounts oí w ater for stock 
and irrigation. In the central portion there 
is the A m erican river, a larger stream , with 
its three principal tributaries—th e North, 
M iddle and Sontli Forks. 
T his groat river 
and its netw irk of feeders carries an im ­ 
m ense volum e of w ater, and gives ail inex­ 
haustible supply of w ater for all the uses 
o f civilization, 
it is an extrem ely rapid 
stream , and s.) are all its tributaries, and 
they furnish an unlim ited w ater pow er for 
m anufacturing purposes. 
As population 
and capital increase, and the w ants of civ­ 
ilization m ultiply, this unlim ited and in ­ 
expensive m otive power will be used to

rich .Sacramento 
peri m ents of the fruit and vegetable rais­ 
ers for m ore tltau a third of a century, 
prove tiiat the soil is not only extrem ely 
icrtile. but th at it is lasting. 
Every kind 
o f plant, either food or textile, tried thus 
tar in the county has given good results, 
both in quantity and quality. 
T here are two kinds of soil in the foot­ 
hills that deserve description. 
On the 
lower foothills is the granitic belt which 
has an average w ith of 10 to is miles. 
Above the granite is the slate belt, w ith 
about the sam e width as the granite, and 
above the slate, granite again is found. 
Tiiese two kind of soils ate of extrem e 
fertility. 
F or cereals, vegetables and fruits 
tbeir productive capacity is about the same.

In all ports of the county there are great 
num bers of otear, . old springs, that furnish 
th e best w ater for all dom estic purposes, 
and m any of these springs have volum es of 
w ater sufficient for irrigating several ocres 
o f land each. Good w ater can be had an y ­ 
w here in wells at m oderate depths. 


IRRIGATION CASALS. 
In the palm y days o f placer m ining, 
w hen the rich deposits of gold were being 
worked out, im m ense quantities ot water 
were required at any cost. 
Knterprise and 
capital were enlisted, and the m ountain 
stream s were 
tapped by large ditches, 
w hich, at a great outlay of m oney and 
labor, were carried along the precipitous 
m ountain sides, across or around 
deep 
ravinte and canyons, and along rocky 
ridges ts every part o f th e co u n ty . and car­ 
ried m any thousands of inches o f water. 
These ditches have been kept in repair, and 
in th e transition from placer m ining to 
agriculture which all the Sierra regions 
have undergone, the water is being devo­ 
ted to irrigating th e orchards, vineyards 
a n d fields. 
T he hom eseeker and capi­ 
talist seel ing legations can readily see that 
these great rivers, w ith their unnum bered 
tributaries, the countless clear, cold springs 
bursting forth iu valleys, on hill aud 
m ountain sides, and these great artificial 
w aterw ays, m ake Placer county one of the 
best-w atert d sections of the world. 
TH E TIM BEE SU P P L Y . 
In respect to tree grow ths the area of the 
county presents m arked contrast to the 
treeless prairies and plains o f th e country 
betw een the Fierra Nevada m ountains and 
the 
M issouri river. 
M any portions of 
th a t treeless region arc bidding for those 
who are in search of hom es. 
So destitute 
of tim ber are thosa reg'ons that w0.2d for 
fuel cannot be had. and those w ho cannot 
afford to buy higfi-priced coal are con* , 
polled to b u m hay. 
T his is done in nnjpy « 


T he lowest tem perature in the five years 
was 2G° above zero. 
Lower down the 
m ountains, at A uburn, Newcastle, Penryn, 
Loomis and Rocklin the tem perature is 
stil> w arm er in winter. 
The foothills, be­ 
tween the altitudes of 400 and 2,500 feet, 
are alm ost entirely exem pt from frosts. 
They are in wliat is know n as the warm 
gold belt. 
As a rule these altitudes are al­ 
m ost entirely free from frost even when 
the valleys are affected. 


TH E CAUSE OF WINTERI.KSS CLIMATE. 
F or the benefit of the new-com er it m ay 
be necessary to explain why California, on 
the sam e lines of latitude, and even in high 
altitudes, has a winterless clim ate, while 
the country east of the Sierra Nevada at 
all elevations has six m onths winter. 
In the Pacific ocean off the coast of North 
Am erica there is a great heated current 
that has its source in the torrid zone under 
a burning tropic sun. and after it has swept 
arouud the earth's great circle it washes 
the w hole of our coast. From theseheated 
waters the air con.es up over the land and 
drives w inter high up into the m ountains, 
and gives the valleys and lower elevations 
over to flowers and sem i-tropical fruits. 
T here is another and more powerful 
cause which gives us so exceptional cli- 
n u fe for our latitude. 
Com mencing at the 
e x rem e western point of thegreat Alaskan 
peninsula. 1.800 m iles west of the bay of 
San Francisco, a lofty and continuous 
range of m ountains runs along th e coast, 
first alm ost east for several hundred m iles 
and then south by east along the whole 
Pacific shores to Mexico. T his range 
KOEMS A GREAT BARRIER, 
W hich deflects all the Arctic air currents 
to the east. 
It is safe to say th at but for 
this m ountain barrier even the heated river 
in the ocean, w ashing the w hole length of 
our shores, would be ineffective in expell­ 
ing winter. 
If the great Arctic w inds com ­ 
ing over ibofiiand? of ¡pijes of ice apd

snow could sweep over th e coast there 
would not be an orange or lem on north of 
the M exican boundary _ ail(j not eVen there. 
It is the absence of. hyperborean winds, 
and the constant pr* .fence of the tem pered 
winds from the lie- 
ocean current, both 
together, that gi v 
us a w interless clim ate, 
w hile our n eig h 'oors beyoud the Sierra Ne­ 
vada are shive ring through six m onths of 
w inter. 


P a 0 OF OF TH E STATEMENT. 
T he be* g proof of the tru th of this 
theory is found along the railroad w here it 
crosses t’oe m ountain barrier. 
A uburn is 
on the western side of the Sierra Nevada, 
and T rackee is on the eastern side, and the 
two 
places are 
only 
83 
m iles 
apart. 
T ru a k e e issh u t o ft'Irom the influences of 
tbe tem perate w inds from the ocean cur­ 
ra a t, an a is exposed to the sw eeping Arctic 
p/lasts, and the result is that the earth is 
deeply frozen, there are great falls of snow, 
and the ice is two feet in thickness. 
A uburn on the other hand is com pletely 
protected from the Arctic winds by the 
great m ountain barrier, and feels the con­ 
tinued influence of the tem pered winds 
from th e heated current in the ocean, and 
the result in her case is th at she has no 
snow, no ice and no cold w inds. 
Orange, 
lem on and pom egranate trees grow to per­ 
fection a.l around her, and delicate and 
sensitive plants live and bloom in the 
open air all the w inter long. 


TH E RA INFA LL. 
The rainfall in Placer county varies re­ 
m arkably, according to the altitude of the 
locality. 
A t Iiocklin, alm ost at the foot 
of the m ountains, the annual average rain­ 
fall is 23 inches. 
A t A uburn, l,lu0 feet 
higher, it is 30 inches, and at Colfax* a n ­ 
other thousand feet higher, it is 40 inches. 
T his rainfall, w ith the facilities for irriga­ 
tion, is a perpetual guarantee of am ple 
crops to the husbandm an. 
The m ost of 
this rain falls from Novem ber to May. 
October and M ay often have a sm all rain­ 
fall, but the greater quantity of precipita- 
tiou is between m onths. 
There is no season m w hich there is a 
steady dow npour of rain as in some coun­ 
tries. 
W hat is know n as the “ rainy sea­ 
son ” is one in which, for the m ost part, 
show ers and sunshine alternate m uch as 
they do in New England and the Middle 
States in 
spring. 
From 
May to and 
through October, usually there is a succes­ 
sion of cleat, cloudless days, w ithout rain ­ 
fall. 
ONLY TWO SEASONS. 
It is a m isnom er to call any part of our 
s tasons in the valleys or in the foothills by 
the nam e of w inter. 
In fact, in those re­ 
gions 
there 
are only 
two 
seasons— 
s. ricg and 
autum n. " M oisture m akes 
spring 
and 
its 
absence produces au ­ 
tum n. 
W ith 
am ple 
water 
for 
irri­ 
gation, the valley or foothill settler can 
have perpetual spring. 
W ith m oisture, 
vegetables grow ten m onths in the year 
and flowers bloom the year around. The 
results of such a clim ate are rem arkable, 
and in m arked contrast to the Eastern 
States, where w inter occupies six of the 
twelve m onths, and the spring is thereby 
robbed of one-half of her days. 
In ail 
the country east of the Sierras the straw ­ 
berry season at the m ost is only two 
m onths Jung. 
In Placer county, and in 
most other parts of the State, strawberries 
are to be had ten m onths in the year. 


COMPARISON OF FRCIT SEASONS. 
T here in the East the season for all fruits 
is equally short. 
H ere there are localities 
w here the early varieties of peaches are in 
m arket in May, and the late varieties last 
till the end of November. 
In the m atter of 
vegetables the sam e contrast exists. 
D ur 
ing ten m onths in the year, and in favored 
localities eleven m onths, the gardener can 
have fresh vegetables m aturing and ready* 
for the m arket. 
It is not believed that 
there is any oilier locality in the United 
States w here this can be done. The advan- 
vantages of this exceptionable clim atic 
condition is that our fruits and vegetables 
m ature and are sent to all the Eastern m ar­ 
kets before spring-tim e lias swelled the 
fruit buds or brought up other vegetation. 
A ll 
th e 
spring and sum m er 
m onths 
we 
send 
our 
fruits 
East, and 
from 
October to Ju n e we are shipping great 
quantities' of vegetables to all parts of 
the East. 
From our valleys and foot­ 
hills, 
for 
several 
m onths, 
vegetables 
go to the semi-tropical regions of the Guif. 
We send carload lots to New Orleans, Gal­ 
veston and other distributing points ill 
these cotton regions. 
From Q difornia car­ 
load and even traiuload lots of vegetables 
go to all the great distributing centers of 
the trails-M issouri country, and beyond 
th at as far E ast as Cleveland and Cincinnati 
for several m onths in the year. 


LENGTH OF PLACER’S SH IFFING SEASON. 
T he tim e is rapidly com ing w hen the 
farm er in Placer county will commence 
shipping his cherries in A pril, and follow­ 
ing 
tiiose 
by 
strawberries, raspberries, 
blackberries and other sm all fruits, then 
apricots and peaches in May and June, and 
other deciduous fruits early and late as they 
m ature, till November, when be will senil 
forward vegetables 
through 
the w inter 
m onths, till his cherries and sm all fruits 
come in again. 
T he whole year will be 
filled and occupied in the production and 
shipm ent o f those products, possible and 
profitable here aud im possible in other 
parts of the country, inhabited now by 
00,000.000 people, and in the near future to 
be the hom es of m ore than twice that n u m ­ 
ber. 
HISTORY OF EARLY SETTLEMENT. 
In the earliest days of the Am erican 
trappers and explorers west of the Rocky 
M ountains, som e of those adventurous men 
visited the couutry now form ing l ’lacer 
county. 
T here is little doubt that Colonel 
Boonville passed through a portion of 
the county* on bis way from the H um boldt 
to the Sacram ento in’ the years from 1832 
to 1835. 
That old trapper and frontiers­ 
man. Stephen H . W eek, trapped on the 
T ruckee river and the banks of Lake Tahoe 
in 1833. 
Genera! Frem ont, in his expedi 
tion to the coast in 1843 4, passed from ‘.he 
Truckee river through the whole of the 
eastern part of the connty. 
Following 
close upon th e heels of the explorers eame 
the gold-hunters. 
In 184S the m ain trib­ 
utaries of the Am erican were prospected 
for gold. 
In A ugust of that year a party 
with which were Thom as M. B uckner and 
J. I). Hoppe, went to B ird's valley and 
successfully worked the placers there for 
gold. 
From th at tim e through the '50's 
there was a constant stream of gold hunters 
com ing in and working the rich placers of 
the county, and as constant a stream of the 
precious m etals going out to enrich the 
world. 
A ll th e ravines, valleys, canyons 
and gorges of the county were alive w ith , 
these busy and adventurous workers.Tow ns ' dustry in Placer 
and villages sprang into existence as by­ 
magic, and such scenes were presented as 
the world had never before witnessed, and 
probably never will again witness. 
These 
rich placers yielded untold sum s, which 
started the tireless wheels of m any indus­ 
tries, built up towns and cities in far off 
countries, and covered the world’s waters 
with the w hite sails of a great commerce 
They did m ore than all th is; they at 
tracted to the shores of the Pacific coast 
the m ost daring and adventurous popula­ 
tion of the world, hardy aud industrious 
m en and women, who not only hrough' 
stout arm s and brave hearts, but civilization 
with them and planted it here. 
After th eir m ining careers, m any 
o them engaged in other pursuits 
and es a lish ei agriculture, trade, 
commerce, 
m anufaeturies, 
and 
everything of th e highest civiliza­ 
tion of earth. 


EARLY HISTORY OF AGRICULTURE. 
W hen the m iners first cam e to 
this coast it was one vast j as tire. 
The Spanish set'lers were, w ith the 
exception of the Franciscan and 
Jesuit Fathers around th tir m is­ 
sions, graziers, and lived from the 
products of their flocks alone. T he 
suddeninflux of so m any people 
found no agricultural developm ent 
to supply their im m ediate wants, 
and m aterial for their food, w ith 
the exception of m eat, had to be 
im ported. T his continued for some 
years, 
till 
experim ents 
proved 
the adaptability of the soils of 
the State for general agriculture, 
that 
fact was 
established 
there 
were 
plenty 
of 
men 
who 
were 
readv 
to 
leave the pick and the gold rocker for the 
plow and the cultivator. 
P rior to the 
com ing of the gold-seekers. however, there 
had been som e plow ing and sowiDg, but in 
a «mall way. General Sutter, at his fort, 
on w hat is now the site of Sacram ento 
city, and on his “ H ock F arm .” in Sutter 
county, had farm s of considerable extent. 


THE PIONEER FARMERS OF PLACER COUNTY 
W ere m en by the nam es of Johnson. Se- 
gard and Chaus. Segard ar.d Johnson lived 
on Bear river above the pre-sen: town of 


\\ heatland. 
In 1845 they raised a crop ot 
w heat on the rich bottom land. 
In 1846. 
Mr. C hana planted som e 
each-pits and 
alm onds w*hich hail been brought overland 
by his party. 
They grew luxuriantly arid 
in tim e bore fine fruit. 
T his is believed to 
have been the first fruit raised in the Su- ra 
rueiito Basin. 
Thus Placer county gave 
birth to an industry th at lots grown to 
giant proportions, 
and bids fair to be 
one of the fore­ 
most of the age. 
Grapevines w ire 
planted out, and, 
for th at tim e, a 
l a r g e v irey a d 
was the result. In 
184U, at 
Illinois 
Town, then called 
A lder Grove, E.T 
M endenhall had 
settled. In 1850 he 
brought from O r­ 
egon a num ber of 
fruit 
tre is and 
planted them at 
that high point 
in the m ountains. 
These were the 
pioneer fruit trees 
of the niou- lain 
region. 
A t Yan­ 
kee Jim ’s, W in. 
McClure, ami M r. 
Applegate at Lis­ 
bon also planted 
fruit tteesa' about 
this tim e. In 1851 
Messrs. 
W alkttp 
and W ym an es­ 
tablished farm ing 
inA uburn ravine, 
near the town of 
A uburn. In 1353 
they raised 1.000 
bushels of win at 
and 1,100 bushels 
of barley.

In the southern part of the State in the 
earliest days of the Spanish occupation the 
Jesuit F athers planted all the sem i-tropic 
fruits. 
They hail been fam iliar w ith the 
productions of the sem i-tropic clim ate 
and productions of Spain. 
They had 
walked in the citrus groves of Seville 
and 
Toledo. 
W hen 
they 
caine 
to 
the coast they recognized at once that this 
was acitrusregion and planted oranges, lem ­ 
ons, limes, and citrous. 
It was far differ­ 
ent iu Placer county. 
T he first settlers 
there w ere people descended from the 
“ N orthm en ” 
who had 
never seen 
a 
sem i-tropic country and know nothing of 
the clim ate required 
tor 
the 
grow th 
of citrus fruits. 
Years passed by w ithout 
any attem jit to grow orange ar.d lemon 
trees for any purposes except for ornam ent. 
Many were, however, planted in the yards 
of residences, and at an early age they

it required several years of production 
of the golden apjiles to convince these 
children ot the “ N orthm en ” that citrus 
fruits could be grown in such high lati­ 
tudes and altitudes. W hen, however, they 
were convinced of th at fact they went to 
work planting citrus trees w ith the energv 
charucteris'ic of tlieir races. There are 
now m ore than 100 farm s and gardens that 
have bearing orange trees.

vidual exhibits, and deservedly so. 
It is a 
fact established beyond doubt or dispute 
that Placer county is one of th e best citrus 
regions in the State. 


OLIVE CULTURE. 
Olives have been grown iu this county 
for a third o f a century in all kinds of soil 
and on various exjiosures, and in every in ­ 
stance they have done well. 
The olive oil 
produced has been of the best quality, and 
the jiroceeds was so large as to m ake it a 
profitable industry. 
Fig trees were planted 
¡ in the early days of the Am erican cccupa- 
! tion, anti now those trees are of gigantic 
size. 
T hrough all these years these trees 
have borne abundantly. T he trees were 
m ostly o f the purple M ission variety, but 
of late years the better kinds have" been 
jilanted, anti now there are orchards of the 
white A driatic and 
Sm yrna fig trees, 
w hich are beginning to bear, and the Iruit 
is fully equal to the im ported article. 
Pom egranates grow luxuriously of both the 
flowering and trailin g varieties. T here are 
vineyards all over the county, em bracing 
every variety-of grape know n to all the cli­ 
m ates and soils of the world. 


WHEAT, BARLEY, RYE AN D OATS 
Are grown in large quantities, and with av­ 
erage yields m uch larger th an in the East­ 
ern States. 


GRAZING 
IN D STOCK RAISING 
is aii im portant industry, and there are 
some large ranches w here cattle, horses 
and sheep of the better breeds are raised. 
The higher m ountain sides furnish fine 
grazing, where stock fatten on the native 
grasses. 
TRANSPORTATION FACI LIT 1 US. 
Placer county is furnished w ith am ple 
transportation facilities by railw ay. 
The 
Central Pacific Railroad runs the whole 
length of the county, east and west, far 100 
liti'es. 
T his railroad, runnim* through 
this county, was the first line of any im ­ 
portance in the State, 
it was lu re that the 
far-seeing and enterprising m en. who arc 
covering the whole State w ith iron way.!, 
com m enced the w ork of clim bing thegreat 
range on their way across the continent. It 
was the building this road and its connec­ 
tion w ith the I’nion Pacific Railw ay that 
gave the alm ost illim itable intra-niontane 
and trans-M issouri country, and that vast 
region farther east, to the titles of the At­ 
lantic, as a m arket to the horticulturist and 
gardener of Placer county, and of the whole 
State. 
It was the com pletion of this 


(iREAT- ARTERY OF TRADE 
T hat m ade .horticulture in the valleys and 
on the foothills possible, and m ade the 
lands more valuable fo r orchards and vine­ 
yards ami gardens than they are for the 
gold that lies hidden ! eneath their -ttrface. 
T his railroad runs freight and passenger 
truins for the trade and travel of this coun­ 
ty alm ost hourly. 
Bisecting this county as 
it does, it gives the settler the best cf cheap 
and rajfid transit. 
From this extend east 
anti west lines. A t b’olfax a branch road 
has been built north through Placer county 
and into Nevada county. 
Ii m ay be well 
to repeat here th at Placer county being the 
last winterless county on tiffs road, is the 
nearest to all the m arkets of the country 
east, aud that her jiosition, as compared to 
the rest of the State, is one of the utm ost 
advantage and im portance. 
The California 
and Oregon R ailroad runs north and south 
through the western portion of the county, 
and at Roseville connects w ith the Central 
Pacific Railroad, giving transportation to 
the E astern States, to Oregon. W ashington, 
Idaho and M ontana, and on the south to 
San Francisco, and the southern part of the 
State. 
SCHOOLS AN D CHURCHES. 
There are 4:» public school districts, w ith 
63 schools, divided as follow s: 23gram m ar, 
31 prim ary and 10 high schools. These 
occupy 50 school-houses, and em ploy 01 
teachers. 
The average salaries paid to 
teachers is $60 per m onth for females and 
$75 for m ales. There are a num ber of pri­ 
vate schools, principal am ong w hich is the 
Sierra N orm al College at A uburn, having 
about 50 pupils. 
N um ber of school chil­ 
dren between 5 and 17 is 2,033. 
Nearly 
every religious belief is represented, there 
being 22 churches. 


¿IE R R A NORMAL COLLEGE AND BUSINESS IN ­ 
STITUTE. 
Placer county has all of the advantages 
of higher education furnished by the Sierra 
N orm al College. 
T his institution was es­ 
tablished in ]S82 at the county seat, its 
principal founder being th e President, M. 
W. W ard. 
As its nam e indicates it sus­ 
tains both a norm al and a collegiate course 
of study, besides having in connection with 
it a com plete business college. T he m ain 
object of the preparatory course and the 
norm al course, which follows it, is to give 
a thorough English education. Students 
on com pleting these are expected to be able 
to receive a first-grade certificate to teach 
anyw liere in the .-(ate. 
Upon the com ple­ 
tion of the norm al course the student is 
adm itted into the collegiate course, which 
is sim ilar to that of other higher institu­ 
tions o f learning, ar.d leads to the degree of 
Bachelor oí Science. 
The college also pre­ 
pare students to enter anv departm ent of 
the U niversity of California, and for other 
universities. 
A full corps of instructors 
are employed, and the teachers 
have charge [of those departm ents 
for which they have been specially 
trained. 
In April, 1.387, thecollege 
was incoiporated w ith a board of 
eleven trustees. It was built en­ 
tirely by private subscription and 
is not incum bered by debt. 
The 
charges for tuition are very m od­ 
erate as compared with those of 
other educational institutions in 
the State. 
T he building, w hich is 
large and com m odious, stands on 
an em inence overlooking the town 
and surrounding country. 
It gets 
the full benefit of the invigorating 
m ountain breeze, and is so con­ 
structed as to adm it sunlight into 
every room. 
T he teachers and 
som e of the pupils room and 
board in the college building. 
The living room s are arranged in 
suites for ladies and in single 
apartm ents for gentlem en. 
The 
nhjtns are furnished with carpets, stoves, 
heis, 
tables, 
chairs, 
m irrors and 
all 
'lie 
conveniences 
necessary 
for com ­ 
fort. 
Pupils board under the direction 
of the President and the Precejitress. Su­ 
perior advantages are offered in the school 
for the studv of m usic, fine art, tele- 
zraphy and other branches outside the reg­ 
ular course of study. 
In th e commercial 
departm ent a full course in book-keeping 
and actual business practice is given. The 
jeh' ol year consists of forty-four weeks. 
The norm al and collegiate courses together 
•an be com pleted in four years, and the 
B-.'ir,mercial course in from ’ five to eight 


m onths, according to the ability of the stu­ 
dent. 
Tuition, board, furnished room, 
lights, fuel anil incidentals are given for 
$25) per year. 


STOCK AND TILLAGE. 
T he following show s the num ber of iive 
stock assessed in the county, in 18S5: Cat­ 
tle. 7,503; goats, 5,244; bogs,6,150; horses, 
4,154; mules, 182; sheep, 84,244. 
From the report of the Assessors we learn 
that there were sowed to grain for crop of

Gold 
Run. Iowa City. Lincoln, Loomis, M ichi­ 
gan Bluff, Newcastle, Penryn, Rocklin and 
Roseville. 
Colfax is an im portant station on the 
overland route. 
Its altitude is 2.422 feet 
above the tide. 
It is surrounded by a rich 
foothill country w hich is being rapidly 
developed. Some of the best orchard* and 
vineyards are in the foothills around this 
town. 
Large num bers of settlers are going 
there, buying, clearing and plow ing ¡and, 
setting ou* trees and vines, end building 
houses. 
T he acreage devoted to fruit­ 
grow ing is rapidly increasing, and the val­ 
ue ot the uncultivated lands are rapidly 
enhancing. 
The tow n is beautifully lo­ 
cated, and is supplied with an abundance 
of clear, cool m ountain water, and its 
healthfulness is a m atter of general know l­ 
edge. 
It has tw o churches, two livery 
stables, one blacksm ith and wagon shop, 
one butcher-shop, one fancy goods store,

There are seven hotel.-, some 
of them large and well furnished. These 
hotels are the " A m erican.'’ the "A uburn,” 
“ Borland,” “ Orleans. ’ “ P u tn a m ,' “ Ar ­ 
lington ” and the “ E m pire." 
The Borland is one of the best hotels of 
the ¡state. 
It has a frontage of 80 feet by 
150 feet deep, w ith an annex 40x100 feet, 
and is three stories high. 
It is near the 
railroad station, has beautiful views of the 
m ountains and valleys from its piazzas, has 
eighty tine, well-furnished rooms. large 
dining-room , several hundred feet of shaded 
¡torches, and the table and attendance are 
first-class.

from Newcastle you see fruit farm s. The 
valleys and hillsides are covered w ith long 
rows of well-cultivated trees loaded with 
fruit, or viues heavily laden w ith big 
bunches of grapes, and am ong these is a 
neat house embow ered in a grove 
of 
orange, lem on and pom egranate trees, and 
jiu banked w ith every rare liower. 
To describe all the orchards and vine­ 
yards would fill a volum e, and a list of 
them would require m ore space than this 
article affords. 
A m ention of a few of 
them will serve to show the hom e-seeker 
the possibilities of these foothill soils, and 
w hat industrious m en w ith sm all m eans 
can do. 
1*. H rannan, one m ile west of J^ewcastle, 
cam e here five years ago w ith $ia in cash, 
and expended $40 of it in lum ber and 
nails, w ith w hich he built a cabin. 
H e 
had a team and some tools, and sold wood, 
raised fowls and sm all fruits, w hile his 
fruit trees and grape vines were grow ing to 
a bearing age. 
Now he has forty acres of 
fruit land, eight acres in bearing trees, and 
h e has m ade a beautiful hom e of it. 
H e 
has 1,000 hills of blackberry bushes, from 
w hich this season he has sold $250 worth 
of berries. 
H is fruit trees will produce 
$1,000 w orth ot fruit. T his place is handy 
to th e station for any new-com er to see. 
J. A. Robinson cam e to the vicinity 
of Newcastle five years ago and bought 100 
acres of land for $4,000. 
Of this 100 acres 
he sold 80 acres and im proved the rem ain­ 
ing 80 acres. 
Now he has 40 acres in fruit 
trees, vines and small fru its; 30 acres is 
bearing fruit. 
From one acre oí black­ 
berries be has soid $300 w orth of fruit, and 
bis tree fruits will sell for $1,000, and give 
him a neat sum of $3,000. 
H e values his 
place at $14,000. 
C. Carlson was a m iner, and w orked for 
big wages in m ining tim es, located near 
Newcastle four years ago on a forty-acre 
l o t ; now has 15 acres in fruit, which is 
now in first-year bearing. 
H e has taken 
$5(JO w orth 
of 
sm all fruit from 
be­ 
tween 
the 
rows 
of 
trees 
this sea­ 
son. 
H e is delighted w ith bis change from 
a wage-w inner w orking under ground to a 
fruit-grow er on b iso w n land, “ N om ore 
m ining for m e,” he says. 
G. W . Bonds has 40 acres land and 14 
acres fruit, m ostly peaches, pears and cher­ 
ries. 
H e has 160 orange trees, and will 
piaut the balance of the land in fruit of 
various kinds next season. 
Mr. Bonds 
form erly traveled for a m ercantile house. 
Bud had to cotne to the foothills for bis 
health, and now looks as rugged as a cow­ 
boy, and is delighted w ith the change. 
W . J . W ilson is a pioneer fruit-grower. 
In the early days of gold m ining he dug up 
a piece of ground, and raised vegetables 
and sm all fruits for the m iners. 
These ne 
packed on his back or trundled on a wheel­ 
barrow to the m iners. 
From this he has 
grown year by year by hard work and good 
m anagem ent to own 75 acres of land, 05 of 
w hich is in bearing fruit. 
H e has 50 acres 
O' ' ee fruits, and 15 acres of the choicest 
vai .e-ties of grapevines. 
H e has 55quince, 
pom egranate, 16; peach, 2,156; apricot, 170; 
plum , 243 , cherry, 500; orange. 312; letnon, 
24; figs 5, aud pears 200 trees. H e cultivates 
sm all fruits between rows of fruit trees, 
and has 10 acres straw berries; 
4 acres 
blackberries, and 4 arres raspberries. 
H is 
blackberries this season averaged $2(10 per 
acre; raspberries $300 per acre, and his 
straw berries $500 per acre. 
The fruits net 
a sum th at is m ore than ten per cent, on 
$50.000. 
From fruit-grow ing and packing 
on his hack to m ines, Mr. W ilson now 
ships from hie house of W . J. W iison & 
Son, more than loó carloads of fruit for 
him self and his neighbors. 
There can be 
no better exam ple ot w hat this scil will do 
when industry ami energy are devoted to 
develop it th an this one of Mr. W ilson. 
l'. I.. Adams is a neighbor of Mr. W ilson 
and he has a sixty-acre farro, on w hich are 
thirty acres of vineyard. 
H is vines aver­ 
age five tons to the acre, and the grapes sell 
for two cents per pound, which gives hint 
$200 per acre for his grapes. 
His trees are 
not all iu full hearing, but it yields him 
$3 000 per year. 
W illiam B arter has thirty-five acres in 
orchard ; J. A. Klliott, forty acres of fruil ; 
R. J. lfecker, forty acres; A. S. W hittem ore 
has tour acres in sm all fruits. 
These sm all 
fruits have been, and still are, very profit­ 
able to their owners. 
Mr. Chas. Gross is a new-com er from 
Bouisiana. 
This is his first year. 
H e 
bought forty-five acres on w hich there is a 
ten-acre orchard of trees from one to three 
vears old. 
From the three-year-old tree3 
he will get some fruit, hut his incom e to 
support a fam ily is derived from sm all 
fruit. 
Mr. tirobs likes the clim ate here 
m uch better than that of Louisiana. 
W . B. (¡ester has sixty acres of land be­ 
tween Newcastle and A uburn, ten acres of 
grape vines in hearing, and seven acres of 
fruit trees also in bearing. 
H e also has 
sm all fruits. 
Mr. Hester was a civil engineer in New 
Y ork State and was obliged to leave there 
on account of the «everity of the winters. 
H ere he has regained his health, and is sat­ 
isfied w ith fruit growing. 
A. H . Schnabel 
ha« a seventy-acre fruit orchard one m ile 
south’ of Newcastle, on w hich he has 2.800 
B artlett pear trees, 600 French and H u n ­ 
garian prunes, 250 peach, 1,100 cherry, 350 
apricot, 4.650 peach trees. 
T he Boles orchard, ow ned by A very A 
Berry, five m iles south o f Newcastle, lias 
fifty acres in fruit. T his is a fine orchard, 
and all th e trees are doing rem arkably well, 
but the cherry trees sue the m ost notiee- 
uhle. T here are eight a crts in cherries, 
from one to tw enty years old, 150 of which 
are the old ones, and now yield abundantly. 
T he eight acris produced $2 5<iOwortii of 
cherries. 
J. G. French, forty acres in vines and 
trees, w hich show great care and labor, 
and yield a fine return. 
Dr. J. M. Frey has fifteen acres adjoin­ 
ing Newcastle, all in th e choicest fruit trees 
and vines, and under the m ost perfect cu l­ 
tivation. 
It was seventeen 
years ago, 
w hen broken down w ith severe profes­ 
sional labors, th at th e doctor cam e to his 
present 
place 
for a healthy 
location. 
There

K< T.ert H ector has 500 acres of land live 
m iles from Newcastle. 
H e has about .15

These oranges were all 
fratjhered'prior to Jan u ary 1st, and none of 
them, were sold at less than 21 cents a 
piece. This fruit farm is located upon one 
of the sunny slopes of the foothills, where 
a few years ago th e red granite land was 
considered w orthless. 
W hat a c h an g e! 
O uly by ocular dem onstration can the ab ­ 
sent form er resident com prehend it. 
W . A. I’lantz has 63 acres one m ile from 
Newcastle, 20 acres under cultivation. 
On 
his farm there is a fine selection of the 
m ost desirable varieties of peach, pear, 
plum , apricot, nectarine, apple and orange 
trees. On this place, as well as on m any 
others in the neighborhood of Newcastle, 
there are several living springs, one of 
which show s from analysis, valuable m ed­ 
icinal properties. 
NEWCASTLE AS A BUSINESS. POINT. 
Newcastle is destined in the near future 
to be the shipping center of thousands of 
fruit farm s. Ten years will see a full train 
of cars loaded w ith choicest fruit go daily 
from Newcastle to all points east of the 
Sierra Nevadas. 
Newcastle has a large 
and growing trade. H er m erchants are en­ 
terprising and energetic. 
F. M adden, general m erchandise, illus­ 
trates the m ercantile enterprise and energy 
of this place. 
He has a fine large building 
and a big stock of general m erchandise, 
and m akes a speciality of all orchard and 
vineyard im plem ents, and he deals in latid 
and locates houie-seekers to their advant­ 
age. 
H e enjoys a large patronage. 
There are good schools in and around 
Newcastle, and there is a class of people 
also that will m ake the new -cuner feel at 
hom e; and there are fine locations for 
thousands of orchards and vineyards. 
TOWN OF FENBTN. 
Penryn is th e next station on the rail­ 
road to Newcastle, and has surroundings 
sim ilar to those of that place. 
W . R. 
Strong A Co. have a large fruit farm and 
nursery. 
Mr. M orrison has 240 acres of 
land and large orchards and vineyards, and 
there are m any others equal to any in 
Placer county. T he town is newly located, 
and is a desirable place of residence. 
It is 
a large fruit-shipping point, and the busi­ 
ness is rapidly increasing. 


THE “ HOME orchard” OE F. W. SUTLER 
Contains 80 acres. 
It was cleared and in ­ 
closed by a substantial fence, and the west­ 
ern half planted in 1881. T he eastern half 
was planted to peach trees exclusively 
three years later, and although they arc 
now only three years from dorm ant bud, 
they will this season yield a crop o f from 
4.000 to 5,000 boxes of m erchantable fruit. 
F or vigor of grow th, uniform ity of size 
and sym m etry, the trees of this orchard are 
not probably surpassed, if equaled, iu this 
or any other country. 
W hen they had a t­ 
tained a grow th of about two feet they were 
cut off to fifteen inches from the ground, 
and the few lim bs below nearest the top 
were allowed to grow to form the future 
tree. These naturally assum ed a direction 
of growth from the tree 30 from a perpen­ 
dicular, hut in order to m aintain an exact 
uniform ity of shape a hoop o f sixteen 
Inches in diam eter was placed on the in ­ 
side of the branches of each tree, to which 
they were tied a t equal distances from 
each other, like the standards to a basket. 
T his training has been continued, and u n ­ 
til the lim bs were bom down this season 
by the weight of fruit, each tree was ail ex­ 
act counterpart of every other—in shape 
like a wine-glass. 
In the older orchard are 
alm cnd, apple, apricot, cherry, fig, peach, 
pear, plum , prune, olive, quince, Japanese 
persim m on, w alnut, lem on and orange 
trees and M uscat grapes. 
T he peach, how ­ 
ever, predom inates, as it here attains its 
highest degree of excellence, although all 
the fruits above m entioned do exceedingly 
well, oranges in particular being of the 
very best quality. 
T he location is particu­ 
larly favored, being protected in th e north 
and west by a range of bills that renders 
harm less the north winds that are so de­ 
structive in m any parts of the state, and 
being in the center of the so-called th er­ 
m al belt of the Sierra Nevada foothill-, is 
so nearly exem pt 
from frost th at the 
orange grows w ithout protection. 
T his 
range of hills, or rather ridge, for a distance 
of live miles affords the sam e protection to 
a large area of excellent land, m ost of 
w hich no doubt in' the near future will he 
planted to oranges and other citrus fruits. 


THE TOWN' OF LOOMIS 
Is the next station below Penryn on the 
railroad, and it is claimed by the settlers 
and orcbardists, and conceded by others, 
th at the surrounding country is’ as good 
as th at of any other point in the foothills. 
T here are 
tine orchards and vineyards 
all around, ami they present a beautiful 
appearance, and extrem ely productive and 
profitable. 
J. J. M orrison, the station 
agent, owns the 80 acres upon w hich the 
town site is situated. 
H e has been ex­ 
trem ely enterprising in pushing forward 
developm ents both upon Lis own property 
au d in the way of public im provem ents, a d 
m aking know n the resources of the county. 
H e has a fine orchard and vineyard, a n d ’is 
surrounded by num erous other owners 
having m ost successful and productive 
fruit farms. 
This is one of the earliest 
points in the foothills. 
W ithin a radius 
oftw o or three m iles from Loomis, some of 
the earliest fruits of the seasons are pro­ 
vided for m arket. 
Among the leading 
vineyardists ar.d 
fruit-growers at Loomis is É. W . M aslin, 
who has 320 acres of lund located im m edi­ 
ately west of the tow n. T he soil is granite 
and varies in depth from three to six feet. 
Mr. M aslin does not irrigate, and his place 
is an illustration of w hat m ay he accom ­ 
plished in the foothills by thorough culti­ 
vation. 
H e has thirty-tw o acres of vine­ 
yard, of w hich fifteen are in hearing this 
season. The stock is entirely resistant, be­ 
ing Riparia, R upestris and Cali fornica, upon 
which he has grafted the followiug varie­ 
ties : Ten acres of Zinfandel, five acres of 
Mataro, and this year eight acres of Pala- 
m ino. 
The rem ainder next year will be 
grafted to Palam ino and Peaso X iClone-. 
T he first plantation was intended to pro­ 
duce claret wine, hut Mr. M aslin has de­ 
cided to devote his vineyards to the pro­ 
duction of wines of the' sherry tvpe, be­ 
lieving th at the warm foothills'aré better 
adapted to th at type of wine than to light 
clarets. 
H elias also planted four acres of 
w hite A driatic lias, and six acres of white 
Sm yrna grown from the seed. T he place 
is to he devoted only to the production of 
figs and grapes. 
The soil is easily culti­ 
vated, and water is found at the depth of 
ten to fourteen feet. T he soil is a type of a 
section of country extending east to the 
Am erican river, a distance of four m iles, 
and from R ocklin to near Penryn a dis- 
tancoof six miles. 
O ther finely im proved fruit-farm s in the 
im m ediate vicinity of Loomis are those of 
Andy R ider and \V. G. W illiam s, which 
are thriving witnesses to the adaptation ot 
soil and m arvelous production of this part 
of the county. 
THE ‘ OP.ANGK RANCH,” * 
Owned by Hawk A W ood, is the second 
largest in area under fruit cultivation in 
Placer county, and has 120 acres in \ ines, 
4 and 5 years old, 70 acres of which is Zin 
landel. T he Zinfandel grapes from this 
place took the first prem ium at the State 
F air last year. 
A letter from Mr. M aslin to th e R kcokd- 
U niox annual of 1885 sa y s: 
“ The largest 
hunches of Ziniandel grapes ever raised in 
the State are raised on this place." 
Besides grapes, they have 15 acres of 
allalfa. It- acres of Bartlett 
pears, 300 
•Tange, 300 olive and num erous other fruit 
trees. There are 240 acres altogether under 
cultivation of the 480 in the tract. Two 
hundred aud forty acres of the place lias 
been sub-divided into 2" and 40 acre tracts, 
and will he sold to actual settlers. 
The Bear river and North Fork ditches 
run through the place, and they have 
plenty of clear w ater froth the N orth F o ri 
ditch all the saason through. 
it is 24 m iles from ¡sacramento jind three 
caiies from Kotfrlin and Loomis.

At Loomis, Penryn and Rocklin are the 
largest and best* granite quarries in the 
State. T his is a large am growing busi­ 
ness, m any skilled and unskilled laborers 
are employed, and will be a great and far- 
reaching industry in the near future. 


RO SEV ILL E 
Is the junction of the overland w ith the 
California and Oregon line, and is a nour­ 
ishing place. 
T he country around it is 
now largely devoted to grain-raising, but it 
is adapted by soil and clim ate of becoming 
a great fruit-producing region. 
E xperi­ 
m ents in both orchards and vinevards have 
been m ade for the past quarter o í u century, 
and w ith satisfactory results. 


LIN C O LN AND SU RROUN DING COUNTRY. 
T he western or plains portion of Placer 
county, lies on both sides of the California 
and Oregon Railroad, w hich runs north 
and south two to four m iles from the foot­ 
hills. 
Lincoln is the center of this section 
of the county, and has a good location on 
the west side of the Sacram ento river, a 
Commanding position with reference to the 
trade of a large section of the valley, and 
a rich region of the foothills. 
It has a 
population of 500, w ith a good and in ­ 
creasing trade. 
The business portion is 
composed of som e well-built blocks, and 
m any of the residences are nea., tasty cot­ 
tages, surrounded 
by

The m erchants carry large, well- 
selected stocks of goods; there are several 
well built churches, a good school-house, 
good roads leading in all directions, shops 
of various kinds, and the largest pottery in 
the State. 
In all respects it is a desirable 
place for residence. T he pottery of

Is w orthy of m ore than m ere m ention, as 
it is one of those new industries which are 
rivaling the older ones of the Eastern States 
and Europe in the improved m achinery in 
use, the artistic skill displayed, and in the 
perfection and solidity of the products. 
T his great industry dates from 1875, in 
w hich year Mr. Charles G ladding cam e to 
this State from the East, where he had 
been employed in the m anufacture of pot­ 
tery of various kinds for years. A t Lincoln 
he found the different varieties of clay re­ 
quired, w ith 
cheap transportation aud 
cheap fuel. T he m anagers of the railroad 
gave all the encouragem ent in their power, 
which m ade the success of the enterprise. 
The first building erected was a wooden 
one, 44x108 feet, w ith three kilns. 
Now 
the buildings in use are of brick, two stories 
high, 160x320 feet, w ith ninety horse power 
engines, ninety pounds pressure, driving 
two dry pan, and four wet pan tem pering 
m ills. 
These prepare 


THIRTY- 
TONS O F CLAY FO R YTSE EACH DAY. 
Tw enty tons of this are molded by a 
powerful press into sewer and chim ney 
pipe. The other ten tons are m ade into 
law n vases, flower pots, acid receivers 
(some of them with a capacity of 50 gallons 
each), acid crocks, huff pressed brick, en­ 
am eled brick of various colors, architect­ 
ural terra cotta of red and butt colors, 
equal it not superior to that m ade in the 
E astern States or Europe. T here are eleven 
large muffled kilns, each 22 feet interior 
diam eter. 
Last year 5,000 tons of clay 
were m ade into this useful and decorative 
w are; 3,000 cords of wood were burned, at 
an average cost of $4 75 per cord, and this 
year the consum ption is estim ated at 4 000 
cords. 
The num ber of men em ployed is 
75, one-half of whom are skilled laborers 
who are paid from $2 25 to $5 per day 
There is no Chinese labor in or about this 
pottery. The labor account this year will 
am ount to $10.000; wood account, $20,000; 
the expense and building,account, $20,000 ; 
m aking a total expenditure of $80,000 from 
this industry, built up from a hank of clay 
which was lying unappreciated and unused 
in 1875. 


FO UR H U N D R ED CARLOADS TER YEAR. 
The m anufactured ware this season will 
am ount to 400 carloads, aud goes lo every 
part of this Slate. Arizona. Utah, Nevada, 
Oregon and W ashington. 
Tw enty m iies 
of sewer pipe are now being m ade for San 
Diego, and large orders for architectural 
terra cotta, enam eled brick and tile for 
Los Angeles, Riverside, San Francisco, 
Oakland. San Diego, Portland and Salt 
Lake. 
T he business of this pottery is 
rapidly growing, necessitating new and 
larger buildings each year. 
T his firm is 
on the alert for n ew "branches of their 
business, and they are now looking for 
porcelain clays, in order to comm ence the 
m anufacture of ail kinds of porcelain ware. 
T here are fully $1,000,000 w orth o f porce­ 
lain, china and stonew are used on this 
coast each year, and this firm believe it 
can he m ade here. 
If the m aterial can lie 
found 
here, 
Gladding, McBean A Co. 
have the energy, enterprise and capital to 
m anufacture it here. 


O FFO R TU N ITIES FO R H O M E-SEF.K EltS. 
To the east of Lincoln, three miles in 
t*-e foothills, there are three granite quar­ 
ries, which em ploy a large num her of hands 
and teams, and turn out beautiful granite. 
A bout 3,000 cords of wood are annually 
shipped from Lincoln. 
T he foothills are 
about tw o m iles east from Lincoln, and 
some of the best land for vines and or­ 
chards in the world are found there. There 
are quite a num ber of fruit-grow ers there 
who 
have 
dem onstrated 
the 
perfect 
adaptability of th at locality for horticult­ 
ure. 
A m ong these are 
ihe follow ing: 
Charles Gladding, two m iles from Lincoln 
has 00 acres of M uscat grapes and 10 acres 
of olive trees; D r. M athews has 4 0 acres 
of M uscat vines; f ir. I, A. Cary A Son 
have 160 acres of line land, 20 acres of 
which are in Muscat and other vines. 
Ad­ 
joining Dr. Cary's place is the noted vine­ 
yard of W. M. Foster, whose

There are m any others who have 
vines and fruit trees, but these are enough 
to show that the location is adapted to fruit 
and grape-growing. 
T here are tens of 
thousands of acres of rich granite and slate 
soils on beautiful sunny slopes w hich can 
be had at from $10 to $20 per acre, and the 
wood on the land will support a family 
until the vines and trees come to bearing, 
and Lincoln is one of those places w here 
wood is cash.

"T o guard against th is insect I doubt if 
there is a m ore effective mode—one th at is 
cheaper and m ore easily pu t in practice— 
than th at of straw or hay bandages around 
the trees. 
W ith a lot of fine hav or straw, 
which can be easily twisted into a rope, one 
m an can tw ist and bandage It» or 150 trees 
in a day : and it is a-tonishing the num ber 
of worms they will catch. They 6hould 
be put on now—(he m iddle of J u n e - s o as 
to m ake hiding places for the first brood 
that emerges from the voting apples. 
And 
they should h -exam ined m two or three 
weeks, before the larva transform s and 
comes forth a perfect m oth, and begins 
anew it3 work of deposiiing egcs in the ap­ 
ple. 
They will be readily detect*<1 under 
th e band, w hich should be burned and rc- 
piaoea by a fresh one. 
This m ethod is not 
near so costly or troublesom e as spraying 
large tiees w ith arsenical poisons; and al­ 
though all Ihe anim als m ay not be caught, 
m any bushels of fine apples m ay lie llius 
saved, which would otherw ise be lost. Try 
these bandages now .”

F arm » and F arm Life in L ouisiana—In ­ 
dolence of th e People—Etc. 
San Mateo (Fla.), Ju n e 20, l*N7. 
E ss. R ecord U nion : 
I closed m y last 
letter one week ago at the point of reach­ 
ing Louisiana. Soon after passing M ar­ 
shall, Texas, Caddo Parish is reached, which 
is in the northw estern part of the State. 
T he land is generally poor, m ost o f it is 
covered w ith scrub pine, post oak and u n ­ 
derbrush. 
It is a very fiat country, the 
creeks and river bottom s are generally low 
and sw am py, heavily tim bered w ith va­ 
rious kinds of sw am p oaks, pecan, sweet 
gum and cypress. 
All along the road you 
will see little patches cleared out of the 
tim ber, which they call farm s, usually con­ 
sisting oí lrom five to tw enty acres, w ith a 
m iserable hut, usually built up of round 
logs, and which, so constructed, they call 
bouses. These little patches are usually 
planted lo cotton but som etim es to corn, 
rice, or sweet potatoes. 
On these little places large families are 
eking out a m iserable living. A bout one- 
h alf of the population are negroes. They 
often have little places of their own. hut 
ofteuer m ake their living by w orking for 
the whites at about fifty c.-ius per day and 
are usually paid in cornm eal and fat bacon. 
Thev are usually nearly naked, and look 
half starved, but still appear to lie perfectly 
happy. 
A ll they w ant or aspire to is a 
m ere living or existence. 
I am told that 
the younger generations are very indolent, 
though the m ost of them are trying to get 
some sort of an education. T here are 
plenty of colored schools, aud they are gen­ 
erally well attended. 
The colored people 
are m ostly religious, or at least professedly 
so. 
T he whites are alsu a happy-go-easv s< rt 
of people, apparently co n ten t‘w ith a ’mi-re 
existence. 
It does seem to m e th at the 
jieople in l.ouisianna have seriously retro­ 
graded. 
The old farm s that I was fam iliar 
w ith when a child are m any of them not 
in as good condition now as then. 
There 
is this apology, however, for that people : 
T hey live in a poor country, w here they 
have but few natural advantages, tbeír 
land is either poor pine Hats or sw am p 
land, subject to overflow m ost every year. 
Most of the upland is so poor that it will 
nut raise m ore than three or four crops till 
it is worn out, unless they fertilize very 
heavily. 
I saw hundreds of old fields that 
had been abandoned because they were too 
poor to produce. 
T he farm ers there are all owned by the 
country m erchant, and they in turn by the 
New Orleans m erchants. 
The credit sys­ 
tem is universal. 
The farm er depends 
upon the m erchant to advance him the 
m eans w ith which to m ake his c ro p ; then 
the m erchant dictates w hat he shall plant, 
and forces hint to plant only cotton, as 
th at is the only crop upon which the m er­ 
chant can realize m oney. T hen he forces 
tjie farm er to buy his m eat and bread from 
him . 
I h ve never seen or heard of any 
set of fanners so completely in (lie power 
of the m erchant as are these Louisiana 
growers. 
I presum e it is not so bail on the 
large sugar ami cotton plantations on the 
lower M ississippi. 
After passing Baton Rouge—the Capital 
of the Suite—from there to New Orleans, 
there are som e very fine plantation-, haviug 
the appearance of w ealth and indepen­ 
dence. Some of these places are very beau­ 
tiful. 
Baton Rouge is a very nice little 
city. T he State house presents a very fine 
appearance. T he architecture is very dif­ 
ferent from anything X had before seen. 
New Orleans is, as your readers well 
know , a large city, and quite a business 
place. 
The Custom -house is a magnificent 
structure, but the great m ajority of the 
buildings arc old and antiquated. The 
streets are narrow ,flat and dirtv, and upon 
the whole, there is little to adm ire in the 
Crescent City. 
In m y next I will sav 
som ething about Florida.

SCHEME FOR TH E DRAINAGE 01' A 


GREAT VALLEY.

C ity ok M exico, Ju n e 20, 1837. 
The excitement of the hour in Mexico’s 
capital is the proposed drainage of the val­ 
ley, by a syndicate of Ohio capitalists. For 
several ^mmths negotiations have been go­ 
ing on l ctween the Bucyrus (Ohioi Con­ 
struction Company and three wealthy gen­ 
tlemen of Cleveland, Messrs. Daniel P. 
Cels, Henry C. House and \V. H . Harris. 
Some time ago Mr. House came here and 
held consultations with the Government 
authorities of Mexico. 
President Diaz 
and his cabinet were favorably disposed to 
the scheme, but it was necessary that leg­ 
islative action be taken in the matter. 
Having been duly considered by both 
Houses of Congress, the Government has 
mow ratified the contract, and on the 11th 
instant, it was duly signed, sealed and 
delivered. 
. 
No wonder the citizens are excited. 
After being agitated at frequent intervals 
during tne last four or five centuries, it 
has come to the simple fact that the val­ 
ley mini be drained in some way, or the 
great City of Mexico cannot much longer 
exist. 
Hut it is a gigantic undertaking, 
which has been eagerly studied and va­ 
riously planned by Aztecs, Spaniards, 
Mexicans, 
Europeans 
and Americans, 
whose attempts, after spending millions of 
dollars, 
have all ignominiously failed. 
Governments, priests and private individ­ 
uals have lavished their money upon the 
schemes of engineers and scientists toward 
the desired end—but as yet absolutely 
nothing has been accomplished. 
It must 
l>e remembered that the valley of Mexico 
:s a basin, with 
- 
SO orTLKT WHATEVER FOR THE WATER, 
Surrounded by a mountain wall from 1,000 
to 5,000 feet high. Authentic history traces 
the occupation of this basin baclf to the 
year 700. The City of Mexico was founded 
upon a part of the old bed of Lake Texcoco, 
as early as 1327, and in all that time has 
never been drained. At the time of the 
Spanish conquest, Gran Tenochtitlan, as 
the capital was then called, occupied a 
sm all island in the lake, connected with 
the mainland by great causeways, com­ 
posed of stone and earth, constructed 
through the lake, primarily to prevent the 
flooding of the city by the overflow of the 
Cuantitlan river. One causeway, connect­ 
ing Meliodia with the city, was seven miles 
long: another 
(running 
westward to 
'i’lacopan 
was two mites in length ; the 
third, running north, three m iles—and all 
were wide enough to permit ten men on 
horseback to ride abreast. The circuit of 
the city measured nine miles, and the num ­ 
ber of houses was about 70,000—all literally 
swarming with people. Monstrous dykes 
kept the water out of the city, canals were 
common In all parts of the town, and all 
business of importance was conducted by 
the aid of boats. Through the principal 
streets, which were wider and suaighter 
than now, canals were cut, leaving a broad 
passage-way for pedestrians on cither side. 
After all these centuries of constant oc­ 
cupancy, Texcoco has dwindled away to 
comparative nothingness—but any where 
within and around the old town water may 
be struck at a depth of only two or three 
feet, proving that the ground is practically 


PO /.KED W ITH SEW ERAGE. 
All the lakes within the basin are higher 
than the city, except Texcoco, which is two 
and a half feet lower. The higher lakes 
drain into the lower, and so does every 
sewer of the city, causing frequent over­ 
flows, which flood the Capital sometimes to 
the depth of several feet. The constant 
recurrence of long lines of green-scummed 
ditches no doubt assist the cause above 
mentioned in making the death rate higher 
here thau any where else in North America 
—averaging 1 500 per month to its popula­ 
tion of 330,010! Nothing but the rarlfitd 
condition of the atmosphere at this alti­ 
tude (7,350 feet above the sea) prevents it 
from being the theater of frightful pest­ 
ilence. 
Tue plain fact is that Lake Texcoco is 
nothing more than the accumulated tilth 
of live hundred years. Its waters are so 
putrid that only the lowest forms of life 
can exist, and fishes are rotting on its 
banks by thousands. Its pestilential odors, 
waited by every breeze over the doomed 
city, ere making a vast charnel-house of 
.lovely Anahnae, which will soon become 
a literal valley of the dead, iiuless engin­ 
eering skill can save it. Every year adds 
to its accumulated rottenness, and sends 
the death-rate up the scale. 
But how to get the water out is the mo­ 
mentous question—whether by tunnel, by 
a huge siphon or by evaporation. The lat­ 
ter scheme has been proved practically im- 
l*ossible—and so in fact have the other two. 
Let us look briefly at some of the plans of 
the past, for this oldest and most important 
hydraulic work in the world has been 
studied in every aspect by the wiseacres of 
tunes. 
i the Spaniards arrived here, just 
.:go, they found that the drainage 
u b id already occupied the atten- 
i.arbaric monarchs, who had made 
its through the valley. 
About the 
X1 a lte ra n enormous inundation, a 
led Spanish engineer, named En- 
Martiorz, proposed to open a cut 
-e Texco*o to Uuredn Real, giving a 
1,009 feet, but after a long consider- 
i • plan was rejected, so says Hum- 
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President Daiz plans for a W orld's E xhi­ 
bition, then being considered in Mexico. 
During this visit President Daiz and Secre­ 
tary oí the Treasury Homero requested 
Mr. Owen, who is a practical engineer, to 
prepare plans and form a company to drain 
the valley. 
This he did, and aiso sub­ 
mitted a proposition to build a national 
railway system, which was favorably con­ 
sidered. Colonel Owen accordingly formed 
a syndicate, with General Torbet at its 
head, and in August of l^SO sailed from 
New York to inaugurate the public works 
of Mexico. On the 26th ohthat month the 
steamer was wrecked by a cyclone, and 
General Torbet and seventy-four others 
were drowned. 
Mr. Owen was cast upon 
the FlorMa coast, after being twenty-two 
hours in the water. 
Even this did not 
dampen his ardor, and he immediately set 
about organizing another syndicate. But 
the enforced delay proved fatal to his 
hopes; other companies obtained conces­ 
sions and introduced 
into Mexico the 
United States system of railroads and 
banking. 
And year bv year the drainage of tbe 
valley is becoming a more imperative ne­ 
cessity, anil the death rate of the city 
steadily mounts higher in the scale. Everjr 
now and then the papers take up the cry, 
or somebody comes along with a new 
scheme—but nothing ever comes of it. The 
Cleveland capitalists will adopt a different 
plan from any tried heretofore, viz» that of 


T Ü N SE LL IK O UNDER THE MOUNTAINS. 
They propose to construct a canal clear 
across the valley, and this contract is for a 
portion of its excavation. Some idea of 
the magnitude of the undertaking may be 
gained from the fact that the valley itself 
Í3 45 miles long and 3] miles wide, and 
heaven only knows how long a tunnel will 
be required to pierce one of these stu- 
penduous mountains. The contract which 
these Americans have already obtained is 
for a portion of the excavations, and is 
worth about a million dollars. They hope 
to get the remainder of the work, as it is 
said that the Bacyrus Company's dredgers 
are peculiarly adapted to it. The whole 
undertaking is worth nearly $5,000 000. It 
will take tevcra! years to complete it,native 
labor being utilized, under the control of 
American engineers. 
And after all this expense and trouble, 
there is serious danger that the accom­ 
plishment of the undertaking will hasten 
the extinction of the city in one sudden 
and irremediable catastrophe. 
As long 
ago as when tbat eminent authority, Baron 
Humboldt, studied and wrote upon this 
subject, he drclarel that if the water, 
which really holds the basin up, were 
drained from beneath it, the whole city 
would sink into utter ruin. This idea that 
the drawing oil of the superabundance of 
water, which now largely composes the 
subsoil of the valley, 
would create, a 
vacuum iu the earth into which the citv 
would fall, will now be urged more strenu­ 
ously than ever by property owners against 
any proposed system of drainage, because 
the recent earthquake so cracked and 
damaged many walls that they will not 
b*ar much “ settling.” 
Not long ago a 
Congressional Committee was appointed to 
investigate and report upon the subject. I 
give you lerbatim an interview with one of 
them : 
“ You voted against the concession ; m iv 
I ask for what reason?” 
"My princij al objection was tbat if tbe 
water was drawn oil the city will sink. 
Water is as good a sustainer and will carry 
as much weight as any solid, so the City of 
Mexico, in fact, does ride on a lake, more 
or less deep, more or less occupied by 
rocks. It is noticeable that earthquakes 
do little damage when they visit this city, 
because the soil on which it is built is so 
spongy ihat the city cannot oscillate as se­ 
verely as it w o u ld 'if built on solid rock, 
if all this water were drawn off by drain­ 
age. wnat would prevent the city from set­ 
tling, or from tumbling about our ears in 
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¡ we have taken care to make our errors j 
: teach us wisdom. 
Who could spare their 
■sorrows? 
How much that is kind and j 
; sympathetic in our natures, which lead us J 
to m inister to the grief of others, and 
thus to gain consolations for ourselves, j 
grow out of what arc felt as keen calam­ 
i ities when they befall us.

in the inmates of this and other prisons 
grows out of official duties, as 1 have had 
to act on many cases of applications for 
pardons. 
I have learned from a long ex­ 
perience with men in all conditions of life, 
that none are without faults and none 
without virtues. I have studied characters 
with care.. I have had to deal with Presi­ 
dents and with prisoners. 
1 luAfe associ­ 
ated with those held in high honor by the 
American people. 
On the other hand, 
the laws of our State have placed the lives 
of criminal men in my hands, and it has 
been my duty to decide whether they 
should live or die. 
The period in which 
I took the most active part in public af­ 
fairs was one of great excitement, when 
passions and prejudices were aroused; and 
in common with all others engaged in the 
controversies of the day, I have felt the 
bitterness of partisan strife ; nevertheless 
experience has taught me to think kindly 
of my fellow men. 
The longer I live, the 
better I think of their hearts, and the less 
of their heads. 
Everywhere, from the 
President’s mansion to the prisoner’s cell, 
I have learned the wisdom of that prayer 
which begs that we may lie delivered from 
temptation. 
Another great truth is taught by ex­ 
perience; hope is the great reformer. A Ye 
must instil this in men’s minds, if wc 
wish to cultivate their virtues, or enable 
them to overcome their vices. 
It lias been 
said that despair is the unpardonable sin; 
for it paralyzes every sentiment that leads 
to virtue or happiness. 
To help us do our 
duty, we must cherish hope, which gives 
us courage and charity, which gives us 
hopes for others. 
For this reason, when 
Governor of this State, 1 did all I could to 
gain the passage of laws which enable each 
one of you, by good conduct, to shorten the 
term of your imprisonment, and if I had 
mv way, you would have a share in the 
profits of your labor, 
lint 1 stand before 
you to-day to speak of another ground of ; *1*'’ 
hope, of a higher and more lasting charao cr,vpn 
ter than mere gain or shortcued terms of 
punishm ent; and what I have to say does 
not point to you alone, hut to men of all 
conditions. 
1 do not mean to take the 
place of those who teach your religio’us 
duties. They are far more able than 1 am 
to make these clear to yourm inds ; yet it is 
sometimes the case that we see things in 
lights in which they are not usually placed 
before us, and some thoughts which have 
occurred to me, in a review of my life, 
may be of value and interest to you. 
W hen we grow old we are struck with the 
flcetncss of tim e : our lives seem to be 
compassed into one brief period; 
we 
suddenly find that pursuits that we have 
followed are closed and we are confronted 
with the question, not what we have 
gaiued, nor what positions we have held, 
hut what we are in ourselves. 
We know 
it is our duty to do what is right, and to 
avoid doing wrong, but when we look back, 
if we add up all of our good deeds on the 
one hand, and our had acts on the other, 
we find a startling balance against us. 
W hen men reach my time of life, their 
minds turn towards the past, and thev 
travel backward the paths they have fol­ 
lowed. 
They see tilings from the opposite- 
side from which they were viewed in 
youth onward, and are struck by truths 
which never break upon their minds until 
they look back upon them. 
Sitting liefore my fire on a winter even­ 
ing, and musing, as old men are apt to do, 
about their acts, their errors, their suc­ 
cesses or their failures, it occurred to me 
what I would do if 1 had the power, and 
was compelled to wipe out twenty acts of 
my life. 
A t first, it seemed as if this was 
an easy thing to do. 
I had done more 
than twenty wrong things for which I had 
always felt regret, and was about to seize 
my imaginary sponge and rub them out at 
«nee, but 1 thought it best to move with 
care, to do as 1 had done to others, lav my 


Following out the line of my thoughts, 
when I assumed that I had the power and 
¡ was compelled to drown in Lethean waters 
certain acts, 1 found I could not spare 
J errors which call forth regrets, mistakes 
I which teach us wisdom, or the sorrows 
' which soften character and make us sensi­ 
ble of the sympathies which give lieauty 
to the intercourse of life. 
As 1 had to 
j obliterate twenty events, 1 found that 1 
' could best spare the successes or triumphs 
which had only served to im part courage 
; in the battle of life and had but little in- 
fluenee in forming character. 
It is true, 
that wherever and whatever we are, we 
that we can make 
and wisdom. 
We 
_ 
Jo more than the 
alchemist aims at when he seeks to trans­ 
mute base metals into gold, for we can 
make wrong the seed of right and right­ 
eousness ; we can transmute error into 
wisdom; we can make sorrow bloom into 
a thousand forms like fragrant flowers. 
These great truths should not only give us 
contentment with our positions, but hope 
for the future. 
The great question, what 
are we, presses itself upon us as ire grow old, 
or flashes upon us when our lives are cut 
short 
by accident or disease. 
W ithin 
these walls, but few days pass without that 
question being forced U|ion the minds of 
some who have reached the end of lift’s 
journey. 
Surely, it should give hope and 
consolation to all to feci that they can, in 
the solitude of the cell, or in the gloom of 
the prison, by thought, hv self-examina­ 
tion, make the past, with its crimes, its 
errors and its sorrows, the very means by 
which tln-y can lift themselves into higher 
and happier conditions. 
This work of 
transmuting evil ¡uto good, is a duty to he 
done by all conditions of men, and it can 
be wrought out as well in the prisoner’s 
j cell as in the highest an most honorable 
position, for when you do this, you work 
by the side of the Almighty. 
All human 
experience 
accords with 
the 
higher 
teachings 
of religion, that 
holds out 
hope 
to 
men 
who 
feel 
regret 
for 
every evil act. 
1 wish to call your minds 
to that amazing truth, that there is a 
Being who rules the world with such 
benevolence, that he enables weak and 
erring mortals, if they will, to turn their 
very sorrows and errors into sources of 
happiness. 
We have many theories in these days in 
which men try to tell us how the world— 
acting upon fixed Ians—has made itself ; 
that it goes on by progress that regards 
nothing but certain rules of advancement, 
regardless of all other considerations save 
their own irresistible, self-compelling priu- 
But here we have a truth not only 
iven us in Holy W rit, but proved by our 
experience, that mental regret will convert 
a material wrong into a blessing, or, if the 
offender wills, it will make the same hun­ 
dredfold more hurtful if he rejoices in his 
wrong-doing, or hardens his heart against 
regret. Materialism, evolution, pantheism, 
or any of the theories which deny the 
government of an intelligent God, are all 
phases of fatalism, and are confuted by this 
truth, th at we can, by conforming to llis 
laws, which demand repentance, convert 
evil into good, or by violating them make 
evil tenfold more deadly and destructive. 
Wc can, by our own minds and sentiments, 
change the influence of material events, 
and change the action of laws which gov­ 
ern the world. 
If 
man, with all his 
weakness, can do this, it can only lie by the 
aid of a higher power which shapes, directs 
and regulates. 
I know that what I have said is but an 
imperfect statement of great truths, com­ 
pared with the teachings of the pulpit 
which you hear every Sunday. 
As my 
purpose is merely to speak to you of what 
I have learned in the walks of life, I can 
give you from this narrow field hut partial 
views of great truths. 
They may he of no 
value to you, hut 1 trust you will accept 
them at least as proof of my sympathies 
with your condition and sorrows, for if any 
ambition lingers in tin- breast of him who 
speaks to you now, it is that he may la­ 
the friend and adviser of the erring and 
wrong-dca-r. 
He has been taught by self­ 
examination and tin- study of others, that 
we all belong to that class, and th at we 
owe to one another any aid we can give to 
our fellows when thev fall bv the wavside.

Up to tbe be­ 
ginning of the seventeenth century over 
six millions of dollars had been sunk in 
fruitless undertakings, and thousands of 
lives had been sacrificed. 
This is not in­ 
credible when we reflect that hum an life 
was held cheap iu those days. 
That dur­ 
ing the first years fifteen thousand Indians 
worked incessantly on the cut, and tbat 
afterwards, for one hundred years the work 
was controlled by the Franciscan Monks. 
Iu 1629, disheartened by its non-sticceis 
and alarmed by the great inundation of 
that year, it v a »proposed to abandon theold 
site and build a new city at the foot of the 
mountains. 
W hat a pity tbat the Span­ 
iards did not carry out their wise resolve, 
for then the Mexican capital, in this same 
historic valley .would have occupied ground 
high enough"to afford good drainage. 
To come down to more recent times, in 
1867 President Juarez established a system 
of taxation in the Federal District, ail the 
proceeds of which were to be devoted to 
drainage. For several years the tax was 
readily paid.'as the plan then proposed 
was declared easy for modern engineering 
skill, and that a 'few year's time would be 
sufficient for its accomplishment. 
But 
alas! After an expenditure of about four 
millions, without the slightest good result, 
the scheme was abandoned and the re­ 
mainder of tbe money used by the Govern­ 
m ent to suppress a revolution. 
In 1579tbe Mexican Governm entgrantel 
a liberal concession for this work to an 
American company organized in Phila­ 
delphia but after n few years the conces­

Christian missions. Its influence, more­ 
over. has affected all the tribes for hundreds 
of miles up and down the coast. Tbe Eng­ 
lish missionary, remaining a layman, be­ 
came magistrate for a wide territory—gov­ 
erned wisely, kept liquor awaj- from tbe 
tribes, and fostered remunerative industries 
among them. 
“A great reverse, however, has fallen 
upon this community. The Province of 
British Columbia, in order to secure h i ut­ 
most advantage from tbe sale of lands 
on the line of the proposed Canadian Pa­ 
cific Railroad, has decided that the Indians 
have no rights in the land. At one blow 
the results of the long years of seif-sacrifice 
and toil of the Metlakathla Indians have 
been doomed. Their title to houses, gar­ 
dens, church, town hall, industrial plant— 
everything—is undermined, l.jokingover 
to the forest-clad hills of Alaska, which 
are in sight from their town, it occurred to 
them that the United States might afford 
them a justice which was ruthlessly de­ 
nied them in the land of tbeir forefathers. 
“Their missionary recently came on to 
Washington, aud having received authori­ 
tative assurance that his Indians might 
have privileges of settlement and owner­ 
ship in Alaska identical to those granted to 
wbitejjmen, he proposes that he and they 
shall become Americans. Their village is 
to be dismantled, their homes torn down, 
their tilled gardens deserted, and once 
more they are to begin, in a wilderness 
sixty miles away, at Port Chester, the la­ 
borious task of building a new town. The 
natives of Alaska, who are warmly dis­ 
posed towards the Tsimsheans, welcome 
their proposed advent, and we may be 
thankful that so vigorous and elevating an 
influence is to reach the thirty thousand 
Indians of our vast Northwest domain. 
The Englishman whose consecration and 
rare personal qualities have borne such 
fruit is William Duncan.”

There are no persons lor w hom .the 
quality, or at least the possibility, of thrift 
is so important as in the caso of women. 
Their opportunities of earning money are 
generally smaller than are those of men, 
and their chances of losing it unquestion­ 
ably greater. They may be less liable, on 
the whole, to have others dependent on 
them, aud yet they are very commonly ex­ 
posed to even this risk, the person depend­ 
ent being often he on whom the depend­ 
ence sits least graciously—the husband or 
the father. Thrift is the ability to make a 
little go a great way, and to bold on to that 
little; and the less there is, the more the 
thrift is needed. 
How often are women led into investing 
their little all in some uncertain enterprise 
merely because they know that some rich 
neighbor has done the same. " If Mr. 
Blank puts his money in there,*’ they sajq 
“ it is surely safe for me.” But the differ­ 
ence is that Mr. Blank, having a few hun­ 
dred thousands put past the possibility of 
risk into United States securities, can afford 
to amuse himself as he likes with the rest 
of his money. 
He can afford to make 
doubtful 
investments; 
whereas if the 
woman loses her little hoard she lias lost 
absolutely everything, so tar as worldly 
possessions go. So of that commonest 
form of loss, the lending of the sisters' lit­ 
tle fund to the brothers, so they can go into 
business. “ Dear David knows so much 
better than we bow to make use of this 
money 
whereas if David knows enough 
to be trusted with bis own money he ought 
to know enough to leave that of his sister 
where his accidental bankruptcy will not 
molest it. 
That part of thrift which consists in 
making careful bargains belongs more to 
women than to men. They are more pa­ 
tient in investigation, slower in delibera­ 
tion, more microscopic in calculation. Of 
a young cduple going to housekeeping the 
husband will commonly make up his 
mind to buy the whole house alter less of 
anxious scrutiny than the wife will bestow 
on the cooking stove alone; and it will 
sometimes take the sum of her economics 
to balance a single bold extravagance of 
bis. 
Her business virtues are more nega­ 
tive than his—the absence of debt, the ab­ 
sence of daring investments—and doubt­ 
less the husband is sometimes right in 
thinking that a bolder policy may in some 
particular case be rigln. ‘Some of this 
courage comes from the fact that men are 
used to dealing—at least in imagination— 
with larger sums. They are talking about 
possible profits of thousands, while their 
wives are debating the question between 
something at $1 a yard and something at 
871 cents. 1 remember to have read in the 
memoirs of some unfortunate man of let­ 
ters an epistle announcing his utter despair 
and that of his family in view of their 
hopeless destitution. 
He really did not 
know what was to become of him or them. 
But the letter was dated at the F’ifth- 
avenue Hotel, then the most expensive 
place of entertainment in New York citv.—

CALISTHENICS FOR U IR IS . 
I noticed two sisters, girls of 15, not long 
ago, very much alike in face and figure, 
but noticeably different ill the poise ot the 
head and shoulders and the carriage of the 
body. 
One had a willowy gracefulness 
and suppleness, yet withal that upright­ 
ness and dignity so often seen in Indian 
women, while tho other, though no heavier, 
and not awkward, conveyed no pleasing 
impression of perfect grace'. A ndl thought 
how unfairly had nature dealt with these 
two—with but a touch had she added an 
hundred-fold to the charms of one sister. 
Chance, however, proved to me that nature 
had had nothing to do with it. A de­ 
bility, consequent upon some illness, had 
suggested to the mother 
to send this 
daughter, with the child of a German 
neighbor, to a German turning school, 
where, certain afternoons in the week, was 
a class of gymnastics for young women 
and children. 
The exercise proving the 
desired medicine for her health she was 
continued in the class for several years— 
for this reason alone—nor was it once 
thought of to send the well sister with her 
until it was realized loo late what these 
calisthenics had done for the one. 
Curiosity prompted me to accompany 
the child one day to her class and see for 
myself. Here I found she could run like a 
deet and with equal grace; climb a pole 
like a monkey and as quickly ; jump from 
a spring-board or swing from a trapeze or 
big iron rings like an acrobat; lead a 
march like the pretty actress in “ The 
Merry AVar," anu, wonderful to relate, 
throw a hall like a man—besides many 
other things—none in themselves particu­ 
larly desirable accomplishments tor young 
women, but every one well calculated to 
keep some one set of muscles in the lithe, 
active body in perleet training. 
In a certain citv dwells a beautiful 
woman, a great belle. To keep the supple­ 
ness of her figure she stands one hour daily, 
fifteen minutes at a time, with hands oil 
her hips beforaa long mirror, and bending 
her knees out from each other, sinks slowly 
down toward the floor as low us possible, 
then again as slowly uprising; meantime 
moving her arms in any way to their ut­ 
most length, out or up. forward or back, 
until, when she stands erect, they are 
ready to be placed on her hips again. 
Each movement is to be repeated, every 
time a little accelerated, until at the end 
of the thirteen minutes it is done quite 
quickly and a beautiful color is glowing in 
her cheeks.

In warm weather, young housekeepers 
must make a dally journey to the cellar to 
detect foul air; and they should see that 
proper ventilation is observed here and 
throughout the dwelling at all times, 
l’robably there is no more prolific source of 
disease than poor ventilation ; and merely 
opening windows to admit air is not by any 
means all that is implied by proper ventila­ 
tion. Even a free circulation of air through 
rooms in which are badly aired beds, ne­ 
glected carpets, and an accumulation of 
dust, will nut entirely counteract the ill 
effects such to arise from these and similar 
reprehensible short coinings. 
Children may be taught at an early age

Professor W. T. Harris in the Forum 
for July treats of Henry George's falla­ 
cious land theories with incisive directness 
and force. 
Mr. George does not dare to 
go to the extent of confiscating 'lauds, he 
would confiscate rent “ only.” 
Professor 
Harris calls particular attention to the fact 
that Mr. George’s books and papers on the 
subject contain no statements derived from 
painstaking inquiries into the statistics of 
land values and rents. 
A few days ago 
the R e c o r d -U n io n commented upon the 
same absence of evidence of research in 
Mr. George's theorizing upon the wage 
question and the condition of the manual 
laboring classes. 
It was then shown that 
not only had George misquoted the labor 
bureau statistician of Massachusetts, but 
had failed to give all the necessary figures 
for the proper formation of a sound judg­ 
ment, as to whether labor conditions have 
bettered or grown worse in the last half 
hundred of years. 
Professor Harris finds upon indubitable 
proofs, that the total of ground rent is an 
insignificant item compared with the total 
income of the nation, and therefore pri­ 
vate property in land does not exercise the 
power to rob labor and capital that Mr. 
( leorge claims. 
Professor Harris makes 
this striking exhibit from official statistics :

From this point Professor 
Harris proceeds to scatter Mr. George’s 
land fallacies to the winds and to dis­ 
mantle the structure of his theories one by 
one. 
Not the least successful of his efforts 
in the monograph is that in which he de­ 
molishes his socialistic theorizing about 
division of the wages of labor. 
It is 
clearly shown that such division would 
actually give wage-eamers less per head 
per day than they are now paid. 
He con­ 
cludes that our income in America has in­ 
creased to 40 cents from 2-5 cents 
in 
1850, and is still on the increase as fast as 
lalmr-saving inventions are brought into 
use, and it is hoped all may produce $1 a 
head before the century closes. 
“ As it is, 
land has increased in value so slowly dur­ 
ing the past thirty years, that the amount 
of rent per inhabitant has increased only 
from 1 4-10 cents per day to 2 1-5 cents, 
showing that land has alisorhed only 1J 
of the increase in production through the 
use of machinery.” 


EXPLODING FALSE STATEMENTS. 


1’rof. Richard A. Proctor, in exploding 
some newspaper astronomy, says the state­ 
ment is prejiosterous that the “ Star of 
Bethlehem" has .been seen by an observ­ 
er in Kentucky. 
Five times since the 
“Xativitv” has it lieen alleged that the star 
has appeared. He points out that the con­ 
stellation of Cassiopeia, in which it is said 
the new star has appeared, is said by the 
discoverers to be in the “Milky Wav,” 
nearly overhead a little to the north of the 
zenith,hut five minutes study will convince 
any one familiar with the^eonstellation, 
whether any new star has appeared or not, 
and that the constellation is not “nearly 
overhead, a little to the north of the ze­ 
nith,” but at midnight in Kentucky must 
appear so low down as to be hidden in the 
haze of the horizon, 
lie puts the Ken­ 
tucky professor 
and 
all 
those 
who 
believe in the return of the star, to the 
blush by thus showing Tycho Brahe dis­ 
covered in Cassiopeia a remarkably bright 
star, just 1575 years after the event in Beth­ 
lehem. Assuming the 315 years to be the 
period of the return, because it 
was 
claimed to have been discovered five times 
between the Nativity and Tycho Brahe’s 
discovery (1572); allowiug for the er­ 
ror in common dating of the Christian 
era, and the year 1575 is arrived at; there­ 
fore, 315 years gives the return period, 
which added to 1575 gives 1887. 
Now, 
says Prof. Proctor, the Kentucky observ­ 
er, desiring to lie forehanded, “discovers” 
the star on time and just as Brahe did 
overhead at midnight in the constellation 
Cassiopeia. 
But he here knocks the un- 
derpining from beneath the sensation, by 
showing that Tycho Brahe saw his star 
nearly overhead in the middle of Novem- 
!>er, when Cassiopeia is near the zenith; 
whereas 
the 
Kentucky man discovers 
his 
star 
in 
the 
middle of 
May, 
also 
overhead 
in 
Cassiopeia, 
when 
that 
constellation 
is near 
the hori­ 
zon 
and 
not 
easy 
of 
observa­ 
tion. 
But 
Professor 
Proctor 
docs 
not stop here. 
He shows that it is absurd 
to say, as many papers are saying, that the 
star will lie brighter than at any previous 
visitation—for it is a preposterous predic­ 
tion about a star less known than anv of 
the 7,0(X) visible to the naked eye. “When 
in opposition to the snn, and therefore 
near the earth and brightest, it will be 
seen even at noondav, shining with a quick, 
flashing light the entire year,” say the 
now-papers. 
For compact 
conglomera­ 
tion of blunders, he adds, this sentence 
surpasses everything I have ever read in 
this style. “A star is not near the earth 
when in opposition to the sun, nor brighter 
then than at any other lime; the writer 
of the surprising sentence imagined, doubt­ 
less, that what he had heard about planets 
wa- true also of stars. 
A star in Cassio­ 
peia cannot properly bo said to be in oppo­ 
sition to the sun at any time. The ex­ 
pression is limited to planets and to star- 1 
nearly on the sun's track upon the star 
sphere. 
The absurdity of imagining that j 
a -tar visible at noonday can be in opposi- j 
tion to the sun will be obvious to every 
one ; a planet or star really in opposition ! 
to the -un is necessarily below the horizon 
when he is high above the horizon. 
If a 
star iu Cassiopeia could be described at 
any time as in opposition to the sun, it 
still could not be so for a year, or for a 
-cason. or even for a month.”

T he terrible disaster at the G ould & Curry 
m ine was yesterday the absorbing topic oil 
1’ine street and am ong not only those 
directly interested iu m ining m atters, but 
the public generally. 
The following ac­ 
count was w ritten by an eye-witness of the 
distressing affair, and reached the hands of 
President W ells on T hursday m orning ; 
T he fire broke out about 15 m inutes after 
5 o’clock in the evening. 
At the tim e both 
of the cages were down the shaft. 
As 1 
approached the m outh of the shaft the 
black (lam es rolled up w ith great fury and 
soon filled the hoi t ug works. 
T he mo­ 
m ent I drew near the shaft I detected the 
sm oke th at cam e from the burning giant 
powder. 
BOXES O F GIA N T PO W D ER. 
T here were several boxes of this powder 
on th e 1500 foot level. 
At that m om ent 
som e one on the 800-lout level rang to 
hoist the cage from th at point. 
George 
was on the cage w hen it cam e up. 
He 
reported th at the lire was below the 800- 
foot station, and th at they could get no 
further down the shaft on account of the 
dense sm oke. 
L arry R ignall was the station-tender on 
the north com partm ent of the B onner 
shaft. 
H e got on board the north cage 
and signaled to John M cl.ane, the engineer, 
to low er him to the 1500-foot level to 
rescue the six m en that were w orking 
there. 
A t this tim e the black sm oke was 
rolling out of the m outh of the shaft, and 
when the brave Larry said “ drop her fa st” 
into th at dark place, it looked like suicide. 
W hen Larry got below the 1,300-foot level 
he shot down into a blaze of fire. 
As be 
expressed it, “ It was one blaze of m any- 
colored lights.” 
H e jum ped for the beil- 
rope and tried to stop the cage. 
T he shaft 
was one mass of (ire. 
After a few efforts 
the signal rang and the cage stopped. 
He 
rang to raise to the 1300-foot level. T he 
engineer understood his signals and ran 
him up to the 1300-fo9t level, where lie 
found seven m en at the station. 


SUFFOCATING HEAT. 
These m en were w orking on the 1300- 
foot level, and were nearly suffocated with 
the heat. T he boys had discovered the tire 
and were waiting, groping and craw ling on 
the floor of the station. 
They all got on 
board the cage and were hoisted w ith light­ 
ning speed to the surface. 
T he sm oke in 
the hoisiing-w orks had grown so dense 
that the engineer, Jo h n MeLane, could not 
see three feet in tront of him . 
T he in d i­ 
cator show ing the position of the cage as it 
goes up and down in the shaft was totally 
obscured by the thick, sickening sm oke 
that rolled out of the shaft. 
T here was 
the engineer w ith the throttle ot the engine 
pulled wide open, eight fainting m en on 
the cage, the hoisting-w orks tilled with 
blinding sm oke, the indicator totally ob­ 
scured. T he alarm bell, show ing the cage 
is w ithin 200 feet of the surface, is rung. 
In thirty seconds more the cage will be in 
the sbeeves, w ith death to all on board. 
To stop is suffocation. 
T he brave engineer 
craw led on his hands and knees to the in ­ 
dicator. 
The tonch of his fingers on the 
face of the dial tells him w hat his eyes 
cannot. 
A t the exact tim e he springs to 
his lever and shuts off’ steam , ju st as the 
cage reaches the level of the collar of the 
shaft. 
T he eight m en were reeling from 
the influence of the deadly gas—one m in­ 
ute longer and not one m an of the eight 
on the cage would have been alive. 
W ith­ 
out “ Larry” and “Jo h n n ie” not a m an of 
the 1300-foot crew would be alive to-day. 
As soon as the 1300-foot m en got oil the 
cage, Mr. Lym an, the Superintendent, sent 
the north cage down to the 1500-foot. 
DEAPLY SMOKE AND GAS. 
W e sent it em pty, for no living hum an 
being could live in th at sm oke and gas. In 
a few m inutes we heard eight bells, which 
m eans, *• Send down the cage to the 1500- 
foot level.” 
We had already sent it, and 
the rope showed it m ust be in that neigh­ 
borhood. 
Again cam e the eight-bell sig­ 
nal, “ 8end down the cage to the 1500-foot.’’ 
My G od! how th at signal sounded! 
We 
all knew some poor soul was groping and 
feeling for som ething th at could not come. 
The cage could not get through to the 1500- 
fout—there was some interruption. 
T he 
Land th at rang th at bell will never live to 
tell the anguish of the soul th at guided it 
in signaling. 
It begged for a cage that 
never could come. 
The ease was beyond 
hum an power. No m ining m an w ithin 
hearing distance of the bell could m istake 
the terrible significance of the eight sig­ 
nals—“ Send down the cage to the 1500- 
foot.” 
After a few m inutes the cage was 
draw n up to the surface em pty. 
Then two 
steel drifts were tied together so as to m ake 
a noise in the cage as they w ent down. 
We hoped this noise from the concussion 
of the two drills would attract attention 
aud tell them the cage was at the 1500 sta­ 
tion. 
FATAL DELAY. 
T he boys on the 250 and 300-foot levels 
did not get out alive. 
They could have 
come out the long tunnel if they had been 
a little quicker. T he sm oke in the long 
tunnel rolled along as fast as a m an could 
run. 
It was so thick that a m an could go 
into the tunnel but a few feet. 
After the 
sm oke dim inished we got in the tunnel 
and got the m en out. T here was a little 
life in Bob Trounce and Joncey Morgan, 
but their hearts had ceased to beat. 
M eantim e the G00-!oot boys 
got out 
through 
the Savage. 
They 
said 
they 
sm elled the sm oke and thought it was on 
the C00 station from the am ount of smoke. 
They cam e through into the Savage drifts, 
the thick, black sm oke rolling as last as a 
m an could run. and it was very near over­ 
taking them . 
It was a close hard gam e for 
the boys, but they beat it. 


AT T H E BO NX ER SH A FT. 
The sm oke in the hoisting works at the 
Bonner shaft was terrible. 
W e bad to 
keep three m en to watch the firem an, as he 
was liable to be overcome at any m om ent 
w ith this terrible treacherous gas. 
The 
engineers were in the sam e way. 
W e also 
kept a relay of five men io keep their hands 
on the bell-rope of the n o rtb cage to feel 
any signals from below. 
W hen the alarm was given the air com­ 
pressor was started at half-past 7 o’clock, 
and the gauge on the engine showed a pres­ 
sure of eighty pounds to the inch, and ru n ­ 
ning very slow. T his showed that the men 
below were not taking air. 
A t fifteen m in­ 
utes to 9 o’clock there was a decided change 
in the pressure. 
E ither the im prisoned 
m en on the 1500-foot level opened ihe 
valve to give them selves air. or the two- 
and-a-half-inch pipe broke. T he pressure, 
w hiclEhad been eighty pounds, went down 
im m ediately to thirty-five pounds, and the 
speed increased at once to sixty strokes to 
the m inute.

They were heard very distinctly by the 
men in the rescue drift th at Patton’is send­ 
ing through from the Consolidate Virginia 
ride. 
W ithout the air-pipe those men 
could not have lived two hours. Now we 
know th at four and one-half hours after 
the calam ity the m en were living and did 
have strength enough to signal to the m en 
in the rescue drift. 
T his shows tn at there 
is a sm all chance for the nten to he alive.

California,' was the word sent to m e the 
other day by an Eastern passenger agent,” 
said A ssistant Passenger Agent Ju d ah of 
the Southern Pacific to-day, iu speaking of 
excu n io n arrangem ents for the approach­ 
ing aurinun and w inter season. 
“ T hat es­ 
tim ate is the one agreed upon by the agents 
E ast just now.

done.” 
T he R aym ond parties, according to the 
dates*furnisbed Mr. Judah, will begin Sep­ 
tem ber 12tli, w hen the first train will leave 
Boston and come across the continent by 
the N orthern Pacific, stopping for a period 
at Yellowstone Park. 
The second excur­ 
sion will leave Boston October l llh and 
will also come by the N orthern Pacific, but 
will not stop at the Yellowstone. 
Both of 
these parties will come down by theO regon 
route, and will be ticketed for this city. 
The th ird of the famous overland parties 
will leave Boston Novem ber 8th and come 
westward by the Southern Pacific, going to 
the Raym ond H otel, Pasadena, direct. The 
fourth party will leave Boston on the 28th 
—a “T hanksgiving excursion”—and will

Snowiake Park will be opened to the pub­ 
lic to-morrow with a game of baseball be­ 
tween the Altas and Pioneers. It promises 
to be a great contest, as each club is desir­ 
ous of winning the first game on the new 
grounds. Gagus will probably pitch for 
the Pioneers, as Perrier occupies the box 
to-day against the Greehoods in San Fran­ 
cisco. _ The Altas went out to the Park and 
had a little practice last evening, but it did 
not amount to much, darkness coming on 
before a great deal had been done. The 
diamond was found to be rather soft, but 
that will improve before the game. The 
stands will be ready for occupancy, and 
everything in good shape, though of 
course there will be some small mat­ 
ters to be attended to next week, before 
the Park can be considered complete. 
The contest between the clubs may show 
where improvement can readily be made, 
but baseball exuerts are much pleased with 
the present appearance. There was a large 
crowd present last evening to witness tiie 
practice and inspect the premises. To-mor­ 
row the accommodations for the public 
will be thoroughly tested, as, in addition 
to the Sacramento patrons of the game ex­ 
cursion trains will bring hundreds of visit­ 
ors to the city. For the convenience ol 
those going out to the Park the following 
memoranda is given : First train leaves 
depot at lü:30 p. m .; second train leaves 
Twentieth and It streets at 1:15 p. m., stop­ 
ping at Twelfth and B streets; leaves 
depot at 1:25 p. m.; third train leaves depot 
at “ p. m. Returning: First train leaves 
Park at close of game; second train leaves 
Park twenty minutes later, and runs to 
Twentieth and B streets. All trains stop 
at Tenth and R streets. The Hussar band 
will go out on the first train, and play 
while the clubs are having their prelimi­ 
nary practice. 
Judgm ent Affirmed. 
The ;udgment of the Superior Court of 
Sacramento county, in the case of Green 
& Tramor vs. The State of California, has 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court in a 
lengthy opinion filed on Thursday. The 
suit had its origin in the action taken by 
the Levee Commissioners of Sacramento, in 
1862, when, by authority of a special stat­ 
ute, they were empowered to change the 
mouth of the American river in such a 
ruannjr that the water of the stream might 
have freer access to the Sacramento. The 
result of the change was favorable to the 
city, but disastrous to Green & Trainor, 
and several other owners of property in 
Yolo county, above the town of Washing­ 
ton, their land and improvements being 
virtually ruined. Suit was brought against 
the city, but the Court decided that the 
State was responsible. Proceedings against 
the State would not lie, but an Act was 
parsed authorizing the parties to sue the 
State. The suit was decided in the Su­ 
perior Court adversely to the plaintiffs. 
Justice Temple in rendering the present 
decision and finally disposing of the case, 
carefully reviews the whole ground as to 
the State’s right of defense, concluding 
that such a right has an inalienable exist­ 
ence. The decision is accompanied by a 
concurring opinion from Justice McKins- 
try and a dissenting opinion from Justice 
Thornton.

THE BOOMING SOUTH. 
W liat a San Franciscan H as to Say 
About the Southern Country. 
!?sn Francisco Bulletin.! 
“ The people in this part of the Stale who 
have not visited Southern California have 
only a faint idea of the excitement which 
is raging there,” said a gentleman to-day 
who has just returned from Los Angeles. 
“ When I sit in my office here and read 
or here about affairs in the southern part 
of the State, I am inclined to think that 
the reports are exaggerated, or that the 
people have either gone daft or are blanked 
fools. But when I went down there a few 
weeks ago and saw the crowds of people 
and the wonderful changes which have 
taken place there since last winter: when 
1 see the character of the persons coming 
in and find the banks crammed with 
money; when I ascertain that all these 
new-comers possess wealth, and do not 
come here to make a living from the land 
they buy, I am forced to alter my opinion. 
The fact is, Southern California is filling 
up with the best class of people that the 
East possesses—{>eople of middle age, who 
have made their money and have more 
than enough to live on, and who are en­ 
raptured with a country which is so unlike 
that in which they have lived, anil which 
presents so many opportunities for enjoy­ 
ing the days which remain to them. They 
are, too, the men whose enterprise has been 
instrumental in building up the great cities 
of the East, and they see at a glance the 
jiossibilities of this new country, and feel 
again the energy of youth and a desire 
to have a hand in creating a prosperous 
community in a favored land. In conse­ 
quence they are anxious to obtain a foot­ 
hold in a country which holds so much to 
please and interest them, and a home is 
bought or erected. They will all come out 
each winter until they transfer their busi­ 
ness to their sons, if they have not done so 
already, and will then live here perma­ 
nently. They are energetic people, and 
are already talking of establishing manu­ 
factures to supply tin- needs of the rapidly 
growing community. They bring the busi­ 
ness methods, energy and enterprise of the 
East, and know what they are about when 
they invest their money. I met a gentle­ 
man from Philadelphia the other day who 
had not long ago arrived, and had a very 
interesting conversation with him. He 
said that lie had been hearing so much of 
Southern California that, lie concluded he 
would come out here with his wife and see 
it. He bad also heard something about 
the “boom,” but did not give much atten­ 
tion to that. He liad never seen this part 
of the world, but wished to see if all the 
stories he had heard of its beauties were 
lies or gospel truth, and so came. It is un­ 
necessary to say that lie was delighted, anil 
so was his wife; and when the latter pro­ 
posed that they purchase a $9,000-house, 
soon after coming here, he was ready for 
the suggestion, and the house was liought 
that day. 
Since then he has invested 
$200,000 more. That is a fair sample case. 
“That whole country,” continued the 
gentlemen, “ is going to be developed in 
the most thorough manner, A railroad 
will lie extended into every part of it 
where men can live, and there will be no 
portion of it that will not Ik- iji communi­ 
cation with the outside world. The rail­ 
roads are the pioneers of progress, making 
it—nay, forcing it—by opening up new 
country and putting it within reach of the 
people. They take population along with 
them, and do not let population seek out 
tracts with a mule team or a pack train, 
and live isolated from the world for years 
until their grandchildren and their neigh- 
l>ors’ grandchildren shall become numerous 
enough to induce a railroad to come within 
four or six miles of them. As soon as the 
Atchison road has built the last branch 
road in Southern California it will come 
north, and prosperity will follow it. It 
will come to San Francisco, too, hut when 
or how no one hut its managers know, and 
it is not likely they are going to tell. It 
is safe to say, though, that it will not be 
for some years yet, as they have a great 
deal of work to do in Southern California. 
But they will get here all the same.” 
XVhat sh all Sacram ento D o ? 
E ds. K k c o b d-U n io s i : Above is an ar­ 
ticle from the San Francisco Bulletin, to 
which the attention of all your readers 
should be called, and the question now 
with us to solve is, how can we secure some 
of the lienefits accruing to our neighbors 
in the southern part of the State ? Shall 
it be by drifting along “ waiting for some­ 
thing to turn up,” or shall we put our 
shoulder- to the wheel, and by our works 
show that we have soil, climate and the 
surroundings that will make living here 
pleasant and attractive to all who may 
visit us 7 
These people who are coining among us 
arc people who are in good circumstances, 
and are accustomed to thrifty and pros- 
I>erous surroundings; are close observers, 
and judge of the thrift and prosperity of a 
community by its appearance. Now, I ask 
of you, or any resident of Sacramento City 
who has visited such cities as Cleveland, 
Detroit, Milwaukee, Chicago, St. I’aul, 
M inneajiolis, Kansas City, Omaha and 
Denver—as these are cities through whom 
a large portion of our visitors pass in com­ 
ing here—what they imagine the im­ 
pressions of a new-comer is as lie steps from 
the cars at onr depot and walks along 
• 
l 
• 
• 
Second street to view our city. 
lie reaches I street, and the appearance 
of Chinatown astonishes him, so lie pro­ 
ceeds to J street, and looks up that; sees 
many small buildings, crooked and dilapi- 
datcd-looking awnings, cloth and other 
signs hanging in all shapes; electric-light 
posts with arms like gallows trees; and he 
wonders if this is the principal business 
street of the Capital City of the great State 
of California. And so continues his walk 
to K street and looks up and down it. The 
appearance lie finds about the same as J 
street, and so pursues bis way along Sec­ 
ond to I. street : and the sights and sur­ 
roundings there eause him to quicken his 
steps toward M street, the main avenue to 
the State Capitol. 
11c looks towards the 
river, and notices the street nearly impas­ 
sable with lumber, etc., in the carriage­ 
way, to say nothing about sidewalks. And 
then he looks up the street toward the 
Capitol building, and pursues his walk in 
that direction, and after walking two or 
three blocks, he retraces his steps and gets 
aboard of the cars, and that is the last we 
see of him, because the sights presented to 
his view are not such as will strike a 
stranger favorably as to our energy and 
thrift. 
Another stranger comes looking for 
land and some friend volunteers his serv­ 
ices and takes him out toward Brighton, 
and what does lie see? Fences in poor 
condition, scarcely any trees upon the 
sides of road and after crossing the levee 
the road is rough and dirty, and four 
“ deadfalls ” are passed in less than three 
miles, showing the necessity of much irri­ 
gation—which,by the way, does not strike 
most Eastern people favorably, and finally 
he arrives at Brighton or I’erkins covered 
with dust. 
He looks about him and no­ 
tices the character of the buildings, fences 
and appearances of the land, and asks, how 
long have these people resided here? He 
is told that most of the people have lived 
here for thirty years or more. He says to 
his friend. " I have seen enough ; if you 
pleaes. we will return,” and away he goe- : 
and so it will continue until our people 
wake up. 
How cnu it lie done 7 The answer has 
been given before in your paper, to w it: 
“ Improve your sidewalks unR streets; 
make awnings uniform; do away with 
dirty sign-; use more paint and whitewash 
on buildings and fences; plant trees on 
sides of roads and around houses; grade 
county roads; use the water now running 
to waste in irrigating your county.” 
When tlie-e things are done, and it will 
not happen until they are done, then will 
jioople of wealth and enterprise come 
among u-. Then will our city and county 
“ boom;” population will lie increased, 
new improvements will be made, and the 
water jaiwer at Folsom, which is about as 
good as that at Minneapolis, will be used 
in manufactories to meet the increasing 
demands of the community surrounding it. 
These things can all lie brought alxjut, if 
each property-owner will stand in and do 
his part, and*not expect his neighbor to 
do for both. We cannot stand still ; we 
must go ahead or go back. Which shall it 
be 7 it remains with us to decide.

That “ O ld-Tim e Metal.** 
Eds. Rkcobd-Union : In the item “ Old­ 
Time Metal," published in your issue of 
July 1, 1887,1 would like to correct as a 
misunderstanding the statement that it 
takes several years to produce “ speculum 
metal,” an alloy' of copper, tin, etc., prin­ 
cipally the two first elements. While the 
general reader may look upon such a mat­ 
ter with indifference, the metal-worker per­ 
haps would think it a greater curiosity than 
the source of this alloy itself. The xnatter 
referred to was the oxidation of the frac­ 
tures of the pieces, being coated with ferric 
oxide, known also as sesquloxide of iron, 
of which iron rust is a hydrate. The man 
referred to in the article remarked that the 
deposit was as large as “ this house ” (No. 
317 J street), and as such an alloy could be 
used direct for castings after a qualitative 
analysis, which would give an idea what 
portions of other metals are necessary t > 
produce another alloy at present in use for 
industrial purposes, it must be obvious that 
such a deposit is of considerable com­ 
mercial value, provided there is_ any truth 
in tbe statement J. M. Rose, of Wood­ 
land (?) made. 
Tbe greatest importance, in my eyes, 
would be to the scientific wot id, fiir it 
would plainly show that people of a higher 
state than tbe Digger Indian several thou­ 
sand years ago inhabited this country, and 
that certain much-used metals must be in 
close proximity to this deposit. I am, how­ 
ever, not so certain that the foot-tracks of 
an ancient extinct sloth liave been made 
by the footprints of men thousands of years 
ago. (Refers to the Nevada footprints, sup­ 
posed to have been made by man.) It re­ 
quires better proofs and the site itself to 
establish the truth that, such a large quan­ 
tity of alloy exists, at some unknown lo­ 
cality, in the Sacramento valley, Coast 
Range or foothills. Still remember, Sclilie- 
mann. As the man brought forty-live 
pounds to this town and left it somewhere 
in this city, probably something more 
definite may be learned.

R. S.—The portions the man left are part 
of a segment which, after measuring, give 
the circular a diameter of about 13 inches ; 
the thickness is nine-tenths of an inch ; one 
side of face smooth, the other rougher, and 
it shows plainly that it has been cast, and 
that not recently. The man stated that 
there are all kinds of shapes—some circu­ 
lar, and some of other form—where this 
was found.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Egg Ca k es.—Chop hard-boiled eggs to a 
m ince, m ix w ith m ashed potatoes, and frv 
in sm alt cakes to a crisp brown. 
I mitation A pple P ie .—F our teacupfuls 
o f water, six soda crackers, tw o cups of 
sugar, ju ice o f tw o lem ons and a rind of 
one. 
N ew P otatoes.—P ut into a stewpan a 
piece o f butter rolled in Hour, a gill of 
cream , pepper, salt, a very little nutnu-g, 
alBO the ju ice o f half a lem on ; stir these 
over tbe tire until boiling; then add slices 
o f freshly boiled new potatoes, and. after 
w arm ing them up iu the above sauce, serve 
very hot. 
Loin 
of V eal.—T h is is best 
larded. 
H ave every join t thoroughly cat, and be­ 
tw een each one lay a slice of pork. 
H ave 
ready a hot greased pan. 
Lay the joint in 
it, roast a fine brown, so that the upper 
sides of th e pork w ill be crisp, and season 
w ith pepper ; the pork w ill m ake it stdli- 
oieutly salt. 
Serve w ith m ushroon sauce. 
S pread E agle.—Prepare voung, tender 
chickens for cooking. 
Cut off tbe necks 
and legs and sp lit them right through 
lengthw ise from breast to back, onlv leav­ 
ing just enough to h old the two sides to­ 
gether. 
Spread them out on a board, dry 
tbe inside w ith clotb, spread them over 
w ith cold butter, season p len tifu lly w ith 
pepper, salt and a little cayenne, and broil 
them q u ick ly over a clear lire till done, but 
not so m uch done as to be at all dridtl up. 
Squeeze a drop or two o f lem on juice over 
and send to table very hot. 
I rish S tew.—Slice som e good potatoes 
rather tn ick ly and put a layer of them in a 
stew-pan ; next slice down som e onions, 
and, if liked, turnips. 
M ake a layer o f 
these, than a layer o f m utton (usually tbe 
best end o f tbe neck cut into cutlets, 
though for fam ily use the scrag is also 
used), rather h igh ly seasoned ; till the pan 
in this w ay, finishing up w ith a layer of 
potato ; pour in about a tum blerful of cold 
water, and w hen it boils add tbe salt. 
A f­ 
ter this it should only stew (not boil) until 
the potatoes are done to a regular m ash. 
A good sized dish generally takes from two 
to two and a h alf hours to cook properly. 
It m ust be served very hot. 
R hubarb J elly.—T h is is very trouble­ 
som e to m ake, as it takes a lot of boiling 
before it jellies. 
Take the rhubarb stalks, 
as green and as pink as possible, wash and 
wipe, but do not pare them ; cut them into 
lengths, place I hem in a preserving pan 
with h alf a pint of water to each pound of 
fruit, and stir them over a clear lire gently 
with a silver spoon u n til th e ju ice com es 
freely ; then let it all drain through a new 
hair sieve, but do not press it. 
Bass it 
through a piece o f folded m uslin, w eigh 
the juice, and boil it up quickly fo ra 
quarter o f an hour, then add from* three- 
quarters to one pound o f beat lum p sugar, 
according to the sw eetness of the rhubarb; 
stir this in off tbe fire u n til it is ail dis­ 
solved. theu boil the jelly for ten m inutes 
longer, or until it jellies*. 
Clear the scum 
off’ very carefully, both before and after 
adding tb e sugar, and be sure the hair 
sieve, the m uslin and tbe pan are perfectly 
clean, and if a silver spoon is not handy, 
use a new wooden sp oon ; the least thin g 
w ill spoil th e color o f this jelly, and iron*, 
pewter or tin turn it a dirty purple.
